THE PIG LEAD FAMINE. 


From all accounts, the statistical 
position of pig lead is stronger than it 
has been in many years. It is stated 
that the consumptive requirements of 
the country are in excess of the pro- 
ductive capacity, and that while con- 
sumers have possibly enough stock for 
their necessities during the balance 
of this year, there will be nothing from 
which to draw adequate supplies when 
that which they are now working upon 
is exhausted. There is absolutely no 
available spot stock and producers are 
shipping as fast as they can get the 
lead out, without being able to keep 
up with the demands of dealers. 
Added to this there is quite a short in- 
terest in the market which would be 
likely to influence prices without those 
other contingencies upon which the 
advance in prices noted in our market 
report last week was based. The 
present scarcity is the result of an in- 
creased consumptive demand and a 
reduction of preduction. One of the 
mines producing about 1,000 tons per 
month, fuund the prices they were 
able to obtain were unremunerative 
and shut down last May, remaining 
idle ever since. This shortage was 
made up for a time by other producers 
from their surplus, but about two 
weeks ago this surplus became ex- 
hausted under an increased demand 
and asthe production appeared to be 


-| inadequate, an upward movement was 


inaugurated and the tendency still in- 
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dicates a higher range of values. In 
fact, future deliveries are now held 
above last week’s spot prices and there 
is no disposition on the part of holders 
to urge sales even at higher figures. It 
is not thought improbable that with 
such a atrong feeling, prices may reach 
export figures, but even in that event 
there is no prospect of an immediate 
relief of the stringency from foreign 
sources of supply. The European 
markets are in a position somewhat an- 
alogous to our own, the spot supply be- 
ing short with an advancing market, as 
indicated by cables received on Friday 
last. Those whoa short time ago ex- 
pected that this market would go 
down to 8c have had a very sudden 
awakening from their dream and now 
find if they want to get lead at as low 
a price as it is likely to be for some 
time to come, they will have to be in 
a hurry about it. 

For the past ten or twelve years the 
production has kept pace with the 
consumption and at times a consider- 
able surplus has accumulated. Now, 
itis said, the situation has changed. 
The consumption has increased and 
promises to go on increasing, while 
the production has fallen off and no 
new sources of supply are being opened. 
How long this is to continue is a ques- 
tion which cannot be readily answered. 
The cost of production is high and 
transportation tothe Eastern markets 
is costly, so that a considerable ad- 
vance in prices might occur without 
affecting the output from the mines. 
In that event the increased consump- 
tion must be supplied from abroad, 
but as we said above, no material 
quantity of lead seems available from 
that source at present though it may 
be promptly forthcoming if prices and 
the demand on this side warrant it.

WHITE LEAD REBATES. 


Dealers in white lead do not appear 
to have a clear idea of the rebate plan 
of the corroders, some of the larger 
dealers particularly being uncertain as 
to how far they can go in allowing re- 
bates to large buyers. Cunsequently 
the corroders are receiving innumerable 
inquries for enlightenment upon what 
appear to the writers knotty problems. 
The misunderstanding of the rebate 
system has led to the unintentional 
cutting of prices in some instances, par 
ticularly on sales of less than 500 pound 
lots, the dealer supposing that the rule 
prohibiting such sales at less 
than one-half cent per pound 
above the price for 500 pounds 
and over, applied only to cor- 
roders, and that he, the dealer, would 
be permitted to sell smaller lots at the 
500 pound price and still be entitled to 
his rebate. This has called forth acircu- 
lar from one of the Eastern corroders, 
calling attention to the error and noti- 
fying dealers that the rule fixing the 
price of less than 500-pound lots at one- 
half cent per pound above the price of 
600 pounds and over, ‘‘ was adopted 
at the meeting of the National White 
Lead Association held in Philadelphia 
on the 11th inst., and applies to deal- 
ers as well as corroders, and until the 
price is changed your lowest selling 
price of any brand of pure lead will be 
as follows: In lots of less than 500 
pounds, seven cents per pound net; in 
lots of 500 pounds and over, six and 
one-half cents per pound. A discount 
of two and one-half per cent. for cash 
in fifteen days may be allowed on lots 
of 500 pounds and over only.” This is 
clear and distinct and leaves no room 
for misunderstanding on that point. 

It is felt by some that ci.cumstances 
warrant the call for a meeting of the 
association at an early date, and there 
is some talk of calling a meeting at St. 
Louis or some other central point for 
the purpose of regulating such matters 
as require attention. There is,however, 
nothing in the situation to indicate 
that any of the members of the asso- 
ciation are otherwise than satisfied 
























with it. The sharp advance in pig 
lead and the probabilities of a farther 
rise in the cost of the crude material 
may necessitate another change in the 
price of lead in oil and this with the 
misunderstandings referred to above 
would give sufficient cause for a con- 
ference. At present there is nothing 
definite contemplated and it is possible 
that no meeting of the association will 
be called until after January 1, 1886.

THE DEPRESSED QUININE MAR- 
KET. 


The expectation that the quinine 
market would continue to improve in 
price and have a beneficial influence 
on other articles in the drug line, is 
far from being realized at the moment, 
Dollar quinine is so far in the dim fu- 
ture that it is no lcnger a matter of 
discussion, and instead of the strong 
disposition to hold stock for higher 
prices, which previously characterized 
the market,there are some speculative 
holders who are anxious to realize at 
an important reduction; their capital 
is locked up and it promises to remain 
so until buyers have more confidence 
in the article and the speculative in- 
terest is revived. No blame can be at- 
tached to either the American or for- 
eign manufacturers for the present 
condition of the market. They have 
been on the defensive and endeavored 
to support prices above the cost of 
production at least, but the continual 
hammering of second hands in the ef- 
fort to realize immediately on hold- 
ings,may compel manufacturers to re=- 
spond, unless the forced offerings are 
taken off the market. The dis- 
couraged holders were evidently 
frightened over the easier tendency in 
the bark market, without investigat- 
ing the cause. They failed to learn 
that the decreased demand at the pub- 
lic sales was owing to the fact that the 
principal buyers had previously been 
filled up at private sale, and that these 
buyers had so much confidence in bet- 
ter figures being realized publicly that 
they paid higher prices for their sup- 
plies of bark than the same could be 
bought for at auction. The lack of 
interest and demand caused an easier 
feeling to prevail in the bark market 
and it was considered a good time for 
releasiug stocks of quinine. The 
firmer holders are interested specta- 
tors and quietly watching develop- 
ments. They cannot believe that qui- 
nine will resume its former depressed 
and stagnant position, and refer to the 
disposition of manufacturers to sus- 
tain the market. The course of the 
bark market may not give any encour- 
agement during the remainder of this 
year, but a reaction is expected by 
next month, when greatly reduced 
stocks and increased demand may en- 
hance values. The receipts of bark in 
the United Kingdom during the first 
ten months of this year were not in 
excess of the same time last season, 
as reported by the London trade pa- 
pers as the accurate statistics give 
80,478 packages for this year, against 
41,860 for the corresponding period 
last year, while the deliveries have 
lately been very extensive, notably 
in October when they exceeded any 
month for the past two years, 
and the stock in London on Novem- 
ber 1 showed a decrease of 26,784 
packages when compared with the 
same time in 1884 and 88,534 packages 
below the stock of 1883. Shipments 
from Java have been about the same 
during the present season and. the 
yield of quinine from this bark has 
been larger than usual, The culti- 
vated Bolivian product is also expect- 
ed to arrive soon in the London mar- 
ket, but this fact will have no signifi- 
eance in determining the value of 
barks. The following circular of Mesers. 
Roessler & Hasslacher, this city, dated 
December 1, will be read with consid. 
erable interest at this time; 
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“ As the statistics of the imports of cinchona 
barks for the last season are now compiled, it 
18 of general interest to group them so as to il- 
lustrate in connection with pnce fluctuations 
of the product,(quinine),the general position of 
the quinine market. 

Ceylon is still the chief supplier of barks, the 
season beginning there, as is known, the first 
of October and ending the 20th of September 
the following year. The forecasts for the last 
season ending the 30th of September averaged 
the probable amount of exports at 11 to 12 mil- 
lion pounds, the same estimate as that of the 
year before: but the correctness of these fore- 
casta was greatly weakened after the heavy a’, 
rivals of the first balf year. 

The arrivals from Ceylon being: 

From the lsat of Oct. 1883 to the 2d of April, 
1884, 3,208,200 pounds. From the Ist of Oct. 
1884 to the 2d of April, 1885, 4,694,958 pounds, 
therefore in the first half of last season the 
arrivals exceeded those of the previous year by 
more than 46 per cent. 

The knowledge of this enormous excess lead 
to estimating the total production at from 14 
to 15 million pounds, producing a panic in the 
quinine market; which had already been weak- 

ening tor some time. The unit in the bark de 
clined to 3}44@4 pence in June, 1885, the price of 
the sulphate of quinine to M85 per kilo in Ger- 
many, and to 58 cents per oz. in America. 

The market was completely disorganized and 
the general belief was that we would have 
much lower prices, notwithstanding the fact 
that these figures were lower than ever before. 
This belief proved erroneous the low price 
of the bark causing a decrease of the exports 
as shown in the following table: 


fair profitis realized by those who are 
amply supplied with the means of pro- 
duction and at the same time 
the position of the product is not 
sufficiently attractive to induce too 
many to enter into its manufacture 
and thereby bringing forward supplies 
of too great proportions. 

Pennsylvania produces the bulk of 
the oil, and late advices from there 
affirm that the greater portion of the 
oil which has come forward during the 
last three months or more is of the dif- 
ferent lots before referred to, which were 
held for higher prices. The low range 
of values having much discouraged the 
small meu, who are said to have neglec- 
ted their stills,and the amount of oil in 
consequence now on hand and coming 
forward, is reported less than for seve- 
ral years and it is thought that unless 
there is more oil in the bands of job- 
bers than is generally credited to them, 
prices will advance still further. Lots of 
several hundred pounds each are report- 
ed by manufacturers as having been 
sold at between one dollar and ninety 
cents and two dollars, to deal- 
ers in this market which is cited as 
an instance of the firmness of the up- 
ward tendency of the market at pres-

THE WINDOW GLASS TRADE. 

The stock of domestic window glass 
shows a rewarkable decrease since last 
July, being 325,129 half bexes on No- 
vember 1, against 830,061 on July 1, or 
a decrease of 504,932 half boxes within 
four moutbs, as shown in last week’s 
issue of the REPURTER. These figures 
have started some inquiry as to the 
cause of the decrease. Has business 
improved to that extent or were the 
July figures reliable? Added to pres- 
ent stocks is the production for Octo- 
ber, and still we are informed that 
manufecturers are unable to fill orders 
promptly while some are sold close up 
for future delivery. Whata change in 
the tone since July, when a strike 
threatened the industry! If the 
imports of foreign glass only average 
twenty-eight per cent of the 
whole consumption, as _ estimated 
by the president of the window glass 
manufacturers’ association, the glass 
trade must certainly be ina flourishing 
condition. But we find that the im- 
ports fur the past fourteen months end- 
ing November 1 have only aggregated 
651,062 half boxes, against 1,068,670 
half boxes same period last year, and 
furthermore that the receipts of for- 
eigp glass this year have not been so 
swall since 1881. If the domestic man- 
ufacturers have disposed of 505,000 
half boxes in four months out of a prob- 
able annual production of 3,300,000 and 
estimated consumption of 2,000,000 
halt boxes, where are the importers to 
cowe in for their share of the business ? 
Aud still the latter manage to work off 
all their supplies! It has been claimed 
thatthe reports of excessive produc- 
tion and natural gas facilities reducing 
the cost of manufacture, are circulated 
for the purpose of discouraging new 
enterprises in other States, but iutelli- 
gent capitalists are not disposed to ac- 
cept hearsay evidence without proper 
investigation. The actual statistics of 
the trade are easily obtained by proper 
efforts and as to the use of fuel, the 
Pennsylvania glass factories have al- 
ways enjoyed an advantage over thuse 
iu other States by the reduced cost of 
coul, being located near the mining 
regions. There seems to be no ques- 
tion about the economical feature in 
utilizing gas, but other fuels have 
since been introduced which cause a 
greater saving in the expense account, 


The total export of the last season did not 
therefore amount to 14-16 millions but to 1I,- 
668,00 ibs against 11,492,921 Iba in the same pe- 
riod of the previous year. From this supply, 
as was shown later op, the enormously increas- 
ing consumption could not be covered, and 
therefore the stock in London consisting of ex. 
pensive, mostly high-testing South American 
bark had to be touched, diminishing this 
stock from 89,00 packages, November 1, 
1884, to 62,466 packages, November 1, 1885, 
and it appeared evident that an export of 14,- 
000,000 to 15,000,000 pounde, would only bave 
been sufficient to cover the actual consump- 
tion. The knowledge of this naturvily brought 
higher prices, the unit quoted again at 6Q7 
pence; quinine at M. 115@i20 per kilo in Ger- 
many, and at & cents per oz. in America. 


From above statistics it appears that: Ist, 
Unit prices of 34@4 cents stop the export of 
barks: 24, The consumptton of quinine has in- 


creased wonderfully.

OIL OF WINTERGREEN. 


The advance of late in values of oil 
of Wintergreen has caused a little more 
attention to be paid to this article and 
the cause of the advance was almost 
the first question propounded upon all 
sides, When the market weakened 
so materially, some eighteen mouths 
or more ago, wany of the small 
producers were discouraged and sought 
other fields for their labors. many of 
the principal distillers (who are also in 
some cases jobbers) believing the de- 
pression in prices to be but temporary, 
invested and stored away supplies for 
a rainy day. When jobbers were 
quoting at one dollar and eighty 
to one dollar and ninety 
cents here, distillers claimed that 
it was more to their advantage to 
purchase their supplies from the small 
dealers who from dire necessity were 
compelled to accept whatever was 
offered them,than to distill themselves 
Jobbers here, knowing that quantities 
of oil were withheld and also that 
some few of the smill producers con- 
tinued despite tiie small margin of 
profits, to distill, were most cautious 
in their purchases, and prices contin- 
ued without any improvement, 

The production finally became so 
restricted that holders of these lots 
before referred to moved them into 
consumption, and finally were success 
ful in making the dealers here believe 
that there was no quantity of 
oil still witbheld and, on 
the ground of scarcity, prices were 
advanced. It is claimed that at about 
two dollars a pound the market is in 
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its best condition, as at this figure a | as fully outlined in a previous issue of 





this paper, and waile these can be 
adopted to advantage, there is no oc- 
casion for present or prospective man- 
ufacturers of window glass outside of 
the gas districts, to be discouraged by 
the chances of meeting competition. 
In this connection, it would be well to 
give Congressman Randall’s opinion of 
natural gas, given public after his visit 
to Pittsburg last week as a member of 
the Congressional ordnance commis- 


sion. He said :— 

“I don’t think the commission can conscien- 
tiously recommend Pittsburg, either as a site 
for the national foundry, or as the seat of sup- 
ply for the immense castings needed in the 
manufacture of great guns. I admit that your 
city’s shops are in size equal to the demands of 
such work, and possibly the railroads from the 
mills to the seaboard are substantial enough to 
transport the heavy castings, but your new 
fuel, natural gas, isin the hands of a monopo- 
ly,andin time will be more costly than coal. 
There isthe wholetrouble. At first glance it 
would seem that the gas is a cheaper fuel tban 
coal, and that with increased production from 
new wells it will continue to eheapen. But 
that is not the case. I can foresee an era when 
coal as a fuel will have a revival in Pittsburg. 
The monopoly in natural gas has become too 
powerful to be overthrown, and I am afraid it 
will seriously interfere with Pittsburg’s pros- 
pects for securing these national contracts.”’ 
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TRANSPORTING OIL IN BULK 
ACKOSS ‘HE ATLANTIC. 
In speaking of bulk transportation 
of oil, a Philadelphia paper asks: 
“What are the American Producers of petro- 
leum doing? It seems almost incredible thata 
backward country like Russia is to be the first 
to take this step in advance, tor such it un- 
doubtedly is. True, barrels are cheaper here 
than on the Volga, and second hand American 
barrels imported and conveyed to the Caspian 
were often cheaper than ths home article. The 
future mode of conveying petroleum is bound 
to be the tank steamer and the storage tank, 
and the sooner it is inaugurated by our oil pro- 
ducers the more certain they wiil be of retain- 
ing the most valuable of the European mar- 


keta.”’ 
On October 7, the REPORTER an- 


nounced the departure of the American 
bark Crusader with a cargo of 177,400 
gallons refined oil in bulk for London, 
followed by the German ship Andro- 
meda with 14,000 barrels of refined oil 
in forty-two tanks. Both were experi- 
mental ventures, the former being un. 
dertaken by a New York refiner, and 
the latter by the owners of the ship in 
Bremen. The bark Crusader has since 
arrived at her distination safely and is 
now on its way back for another cargo. 
The shipper who undertook alone to 
test this method of transportation 
against the advice of friends, and who 
had no encouragement to draw from 
previous efforts made by other parties 
in years gone by, is to be congratulated 
on the success of his new departure in 
‘this line. There is no longer any ques- 
tion about the practicability of adopt- 
ing the change. It has gone beyond 
the theoretical views and expectations 
of those who have agitated:an im- 
provement in shipping facilities, and 
is an advantage gained, the importance 
of which cannot be estimated unti! it 
becomes generally appreciated and the 


old and new methods com- 
pared after other trials. The bark 
Crusader only required eight 


hours to load at this port, while the 
ordinary way would take eight days; 
it contains forty-five separate tanks 
with a capacity of one hundred barrels 
each, and a cargo of oil ir these tanks 
is as compact as a cargo of flour. This 
mode of shipment, as previously men- 
tioned, dispenses with the _ services 
of stevedores, and all unnecessary 
handling of the oil at both ports, and 
as an economical feature can hardly be 
improved upon. This radical change 
will do more than anything else iu 
solving the question of competition 
abroad between the American and 
foreign petroleum products. Crude 
oilis also being transported in bulk, 
the Norweigian bark Lindesnaes hav- 
ing arrived in Philadelphia last week 
to load crude in tanks on French ac- 
count. It is the only vessel running 
from the Philadelphia port which car- 
ries petroleum in that state and com- 








menced the trade in October, 1878. 
She has finished fiffeen voyages from 
Philadelphia to Rouen with crude oil 
in buik and met with no accidents. 
The owner of the vessel has madea 
new contract with a French oil re- 
finery for twelve more voyages. The 
ballasting used is sea water and the 
hull is so arranged that it is easily 
managed in the worst weather. Some 
difficulty was experienced atfirst in 
getting this bark insured, but the 
method having since gained the full 
confidence of underwriters, it is insured 
at the same rates off premium as other 
ships. Wooden vessels are said to be 
preferable for bulk transportation, as 
the sea water and oil will destroy 
iron tanks and plates ina few years 
by rust it is claimed.

CONSOLIDATION AND COMBINA- 
TION. 

Of late years consolidation or com- 
bination, preferably the latter, have 
had great influence in the regulation 
of commercial affairs. Failure has fol- 
lowed failure in the effort to secure 
harmony and prosperity on the basis 
of a combination of interests, yet this 
plan of trade organization holds a 
prominent place in all attempts that 
are nade to counteract the results of 
over-competition. At a first glance 
the twoterms with which this article 
is headed appear to be synonymous, 
but an analysis of their meaning shows 
that so far as conveying but one idea, 
they are of widely different signifi- 
cance applied to trade affairs. Con- 
solidation as defined by modern usage, 
signifies concentration of interests with 
the loss of individuality in one great 
body, which has power to act for the 
whole. Combination is a form of asso- 
ciation or organization, in which the 
personality of each individual is re- 
tained, the component parts working 
in harmony for the common interest. 

It has been repeatedly asserted that 
the tendency of the times is to concen- 
trate trade in the hands of a few, and 
this may be directly traceable to the 
first desire to control production and 
values by combination. With the 
power to produce restricted to a few, 
it is Lelieved by those who favor the 
plan of concentration that the supply 
will be regulated to the legitimate 
wants of consumption and thus can 
be insured profitable remuneration in 
return for the outlay and risk of capi- 
tal. While, undoubtedly, such a con- 
centration of trade interests would per- 
mit of the satisfactory adjustment of 
values and profits so far as capital is 
concerned, it is helieved by many to 
be a policy directly opposed to public 
good and therefore considered illegal. 
It blocks the wheels of progress and 
enterprise for a time, but it must 
eventually defeat its own ends by 
arousing opposition in those oppressed 
by it, and encouraging them to enter 
into competition with it for their own 
protection. Taking this view of it, the 
question naturally disposes of itself. 

The history of many so-called trade 
combinations indicates that the prin- 
ciple of monopoly is the guiding influ- 
ence in the minds of those who seek 
this mode of combating trade evils. 
The desire to regulate values so as to 
secure an adequate return for the in- 
vestment of capital is with them of 
lesser consideration than a desire to 
secure immediate compensation for 
losses previously sustained by unprofit- 
able competition. Secure in the 
belief that a practical monopoly has 
been gained by combination, it fre- 
quently occurs that prices are advanc- 
ed beyond the point fairly and natur- 
ally indicated by the cost of business 
and the actual requirements of con- 
sumption. The inevitable result in 
such cases is to invite a ruinous and 
unwarranted competition from out- 
side, dissentions within, and finally a 
return toacondition of affairs, worse 
even than that the combination sought

to rectify. In another form of trade 
combination where the object sought 
is to maintain equitable prices, and no 
attempt is made to take advantage of 
au apparently perfect organization to 
demand excessive profits, failure re- 
sults from the dishonesty or cupidity 
of individual members of the combina- 
tion. Human nature is proverbially 
frailand the best intentions are not 
always proof against the temptation to 
take advantage of another’s confidence, 
when such an advantage can be gained 
without the loss of anything save the 
esteem of a few business associates. 
Such a consideration has little weight 
in these days of questionable transac- 
tions when the sharp man of business 
is so frequently gauged by his ability 
to trade upon the credulity and trust 
of his fellows. 

As this element must be present to a 
greater or less extent in any associa- 
tion where large interests are involved, 
it presents an apparently insurmount 
able obstacle to perfect organization, 
generating distrust which in itself is 
enough to overturn the most nicely 
adjusted plans. But in spite of the 
drawbacks and apparent disadvan- 
tages of combination the tendency in 
that direction is irresistible, the im- 
pelling force being drawn, doubtless, 
from observation of practical results 
attending certain trade organizations 
now in successful operation. It per- 
meates all trades, being confined not 
alone to the manufacturing but invad- 
ing the jobbing branches as well. 
As it is continually asserting itself 
more prominently by attempts at real- 
ization in various branches of trade, 
the problem presented is, what form of 
combination is most desirable and 
best fitted to secure the greatest possi- 
ble good to all concerned? Apparently 
the only answer to this is that a prac- 
tical combination must be governed by 
the wisdom gained from past experi- 
ence. This teaches a fair division of 
the field among producers upon the 
basis of the average amount of business 
done by each during a stated number 
of years, the individuality of each 
member being retained, and each heing 
allowed latitude for the display of such 
ability and enterprise as he may be 
possessed of, the only restriction being 
that in case individuals pass the limit 
allotted them, they shall turn over the 
profit, above a fair appraisement of 
the cost of production, resulting from 
the surplus business, this excess to be 
divided proportionately among those 
who have lost trade in consequence of 
the other's gain. It might be objected 
that this will check enterprise quite as 
effectually as consolidation, because 
some manufacturers or dealers content 
with sharing the results of others push 
and ability, will make no effort to in- 
crease their own business. If the 
allotment were to be perpetual such au 
objection would be a vital one, but it 
would be unfair to the progressive 
manufacturer or dealer to compel him 
to support his less enterprising neigh- 
bor, and it would therefore be neces- 
sary tomake anew division of territory 
at stated intervals, of, say, three years, 
the division to be based upon the 
amount of business done by each dur- 
ing that period. Thus the incentive 
would be as great in one case as in an- 
other. Experience also teaches that 
in all cases prices must be fairly 


adjusted and uniformly maintained, 
permitting the producer a remunera 
tive but not too large profit. With 
such an arrangement there will be no 
inducement for outside cowpetition 
while those within are held to their 
agreement by their interest. This 
plan or one very similar was proposed 
to the lead corroders at the time when 
frequent unsuccessful attempts were 
being wade to reorganize the white 
leaG association, and although a com- 
bination of the white lead interests 
has since been effected, the subject of 
an association or pool on the plan 
above outlined has been discussed at 
the meetings of corroders for the past 
two zone, receiving very favorable 
consideration. 
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REFORM IN FURNISHING GOVERN- 
MENT SUPPLIES. 


Considerable fraud is alleged to exist 
in the matter of awarding contracts 
for supplies needed by Government 
departments, and Secretary Manning 
proposes a remedy by issuing an order 
instructing all purchasing agents of 
the Treasury to buy in open market, 
where they are supposed to find better 
goods at a lower price. It was gener- 
ally believed that the Government 
received most if not all the articles of 
merchandise required on a cheaper 
basis than they could be bought for in 
open market. In fact, large buyers 
have complained that they were un- 
able to get their wants supplied at cr 
near the figures given in published 
awards, but Secretary Manniig 
thinks otherwise and has a suspicion 
that the Government is being swindled. 
It may be when bilis against the Gov- 
ernment are made out in the names of 
near relatives of department clerks 
and even down to colored coachmen 
employed by the high officials, but 
such conduct is only known in the 
navy department, where vouchers now 
are not approved when they represent 
a purchase to have been made above 
market prices. The order of Secretary 
Manning will greatly conflict with 
existing contracts. It will be inter- 
esting to know how he can deny the 
right of successful bidders to furnish 
the goods stipulated in their contracts. 
An agreement with the Government is 
just as binding as with an individual 
or corporation, and if purchasing in 
open market is to be pursusd without 
recognizing existing contracts, Mr. 
Manning or whoever authorizes the 
change, will find himself in deep liti- 
gation. The proposed reform in the 
method of buying may ultimately 
prove beneficial to all concerned, but 


it should not conflict with present 
agreements. 





TAXING DRUMMERS IN NEW YORK 


New York State has always been 
recognized as the leader in the estab- 
lishment of free trade among the dif- 
ferent states and cities in the Union, 
but an inland town has gone back on 
its record and revived the relic of bar- 
barism by imposing a tax of ten dollars 
per year on commercial travelers. We 
have reference to Cohoes, a manufac- 
turing town on the New York Central 
Railrvad, a few miles west of Albany. 
It is surprising that the law makers of 
the place would countenance such a 
radical departure from the popular 
custom observed elsewhere, and when 
other cities are falling into line by 
abolishing the ancient practice of tax- 
ing travelers. The sentiment of the 

‘merchants of Cohoes is certainly op- 
posed to any measure which lessens 
the volume of business, and as the col- 
lection of a tax, no matter how small, 
will have this result, we expect to hear 
of a strong remonstrance from that 
quarter. The evil will work out its 
own remedy. Last week the president 
of the New York Division of the Trav 
elers’ Protective Association, addressed 
a lengthy letter tothe Mayor oi: Co- 
hoes, and in closing he said: 

“You, sir, by your present action have gullicd 
our name and caused a blush of shame to man 
tle the cheek of our New York salesmen, The 
T. P. A. of New York State have combined 
with otber States to have abolished these unfair 
laws, and now you force ustoturn our atter- 
tion to our own door instead of to our non- 
prugressive neighbors. Even the city of Savan- 
nab, Ga., after baving a license tax on com- 
mercial travelers for a number of years, bas at 
last seen the result of her folly and repealed 
the tax. Will you continue iu your course and 
force us to appeal to the legislature and courts 
of the State to have your tax on the commer- 
cial travelers repealed? We give you a chance 
in print to make some explanation of your 
strange course, and for the present defer ac- 
tion until you have an opportunity to be heard 
from publicly.” 

This is one way of fighting the im- 
position, but a protest from the wer- 
chants located in Cohoes supported by 
public opinion, would have greater 
weight with the councilmen, who must 


be king in commercial kuowledge, 
if this is the fruit of their work.§ 


ANOTHER BREAK IN THE PETRO- 
LEUM MARKET. 

Another bad break characterized the 
course of the speculative petroleum 
market on Monday. From Tuesday 
to Monday prices fluctuated between 
93% @96%c. The'market was appar- 
ently in a rut, and lacked the excite- 
ment which swept like a cyclone 
through the oi] pit the week before. 
The news from the field was unim- 
portant. The Kane well coutinues to 
yield about 70 barrels a ‘day. The 
production of the Anchor No. 1 at 
Kinzua, has fallen off to 150 barrels 
every twenty-four hours. On Monday 
the market without any warning went 
to pieces. Oil sold down to 88c a bar- 
rel, the lowest price reached in months. 
This great decline was not caused by 
any change in the field situation. It 
was simply brought about through 
manipulation. Fears are entertained 
that the market will go still lower.

Benjamin J. Hill, a grocer, who bas stores at 
Nos. 2208 and 2320 Second avenue aud No. 556 
Tenth avenue, wus tried last week in General 
Sessions for sel'ing oleomargarine instead of 
butter. The case was speedily “isposed of by a 
verdict of guilty. No defence was offered, 
Hill’s lawyers wi-hing to secure a decision as to 
the legality of the law on appeal.

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Messrs. Raser, Farr & Ebbitt of the drug trade 
in this city, have been serving their country as 
jurors for some days past. Mr. Raser’s services 
are so highly appreciated in the criminal court 


that he has to serve the required time notwith- 
standing the usual excuse of pressing business. 


A fire broke out last week in Littlewood’s 
dye works, xt Manayunk, near Philadelphia. 
The fire originated from an overheated journal 
in the pressroom on the second floor. The 
building was a fourstory stone structure, and 
was used for drying and pressrooms. The 
flames spread toaframe building forty feet by 
twenty feet close by, which was used as a 
storehouse. Buth buildings were pretty well 
gutted before the fire was extinguished. The 
loss is estimated at $8,000, and is fully covered 
by insurance. 


In 1882 Professor Rotondi presented to the 
Academy of Sciences in Turin a communica- 
tion in which he recommended for commercial 
purposes the use of electricity for the decom- 
position of concentrated salt solution into 
caustic soda and chlorine gas. The experiments 
were confirmed by MM. Raudin and Bidet, and 
recently Professor Rotondi has renewed and 
completed his researches, which appear to be 
of eminently practical importance.

The 
main distinctive characteristics of it are a sav- 
ing in pots and in glass also; where four pots 
were formerly required, probably one or two 
will answer. More round furnaces will be built 
at this factory and probebly at others, 


A varnish of fine yel!ow color for water gild- 
ing, used to cover those deep recesses into 
which the gold cannot be made to enter, and 
which serves also as a mordant for the gold 
size, isthus made: Half a pint of parchment 
size, clean, white and clear, and one-half the 
strength of that used for the white coating, is 
taken and warmed, and mixed with two ounces 
of yellow ocher very finely ground in water; it 
is then left at rest and the fine portion deco- 
rated.— Painters’ Magazine. 

Dr. Otto Hemken, proprietor of the old drug 
store on the corner of Rector and Greenwich 
streets, died recently from cancer of the liver. 
The doctor, who was well known among the 
poor of the First Ward asa free medical prac- 
titioner and dispenser of remedies to those who 
could not pay for them, will be sadly missed. 
He was a political refugee after the European 

,_ troubles of 1848, and tor thirty-five ycars was in 
the drug business at the corner of Rector and 
Greenwich streets. Born in Emden in 1825, he 
was educated in and graduated from one of the 
German universities. 

Just as we go to press we receive a telegram 
from New York announcing the safe arrival of 
our Mr. Frederick Stearns on the Cunarder Au- 
rania. Mr. Stearns returns to us after a six 
months’ trip abroad, during which time he has 
enjoyed the best of health and all the pleasures 
incidental to a European tour. He is accom- 
panied by his younger son, William, who has 
been at Leipsic, Germany, for the past two 
years finishing his education. We are sure that 
all the readers of our journal unite with us in 
extending to our President a hearty “welcome 
home.”—New Idea, Detroit. 


In New York a merchant made out a check 
for $700 to his book-keeper dating it two days 
ahead, and telling him to draw the money then 
and use it in the business. The book-keeper 
changed the date to one day earlier, drew the 
money and skipped. The courts compelled the 
bank to stand the loss. Although everything 
about the check was genuine, except the 
altered date, it was held to be aforgery. This 
amounts to deciding that the bank must not 
only know the signature, but that it must also, 
at its own risk, asccrtain that nothing of the 
written part bas been altered. 


The Legisiature bas no rigbt to demand from 
any man his trade secrets. If he is carrying on 
a traffic which can be proved to be nefarious or 
injurious or di-honest, the Legislature hes the 
right tostop him, Butitis not statesmanship 
to assume this dishonesty, and then tou make a 
compact wi hit. Surely it is too cool a pro- 
ceeding to ask that the proprietor shall hand 
over bis form ia to all the druggists of the 
country without any compensation. And when 
_ this demand comes from the druggists them- 

selves, there is just the shade of a suspicion of 
interested motives about it.—Chemist and Drug- 
gist. 

Thechemical establishments in Germany have 
been run under very unfavorable circumstan- 
ces says the U. 8S. Consul, as has been the case 
for several years past, caused by overproduc- 
tion and sluggishness in textile markets. In 
aniline colors business was yery bad, the orisis 
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in America, the cholera in Italy, and the 
French-Chinese troubles having a very appre- 
ciable effect upon them. The prices for alizar- 
ine were in a constant state of decline. There 
was but little demand for oxalic acids, and 
prices were weak. Competition in these acids 
makes their manufacture but little lucrative. 


An important change has occurred in the 
“old reliable Salamander drug house of Chica- 
go.”” The firm of Van Schaack, Stevenson & 
Co. has given place to Peter Van Schaack & 
Sons. The interest of Mr. R. Stevenson was 
purchased for spot cash last week and Mr. Van 
Schaack recognized the ability and true worth 
of his sons, Robert H.and Cornelius P., by 
making them partners, and the drug business 
will be conducted at the same place on Lake 
street. The new members of the firm have 
been connected with the house for several 
years, and being in every way trustworthy and 
capable of handling the immense business en- 
joyed by the establishment for over 20 years, 
their new interest will bea valuable acquisition 
to the firm. 

The attention of the mercantileand manufac- 
turing community is called by the Boston Bul- 
letin to the pressing necessity that exists for the 
establishment of a Customs Court, which shall 
not only take the place of the United States 
Supreme Court as a tribunal of final resort for 
the trial of customs revenue suits, but shall also 
relieve the Secretary of the Treasury of the 
duty which now devolves upon him of hearing 
and deciding cases in which appeals haye been 
taken from the decisions of Collectors of Cus- 
toms. This isa matter npon which free traders 
and protectionists, importers ani manufactur- 
ers, can all join hands, and work cordially for 
a common interest. The present method of set- 
tling customs revenue disputes was adopted 
when the country was young and importations 
small. 

The President’s appointment of Mr. Andrew 
H. Ward, agricultur..1 editor of the Boston Post 
to be examiner of drugs, medicines and chemi- 
cals at the Boston Custom House, is in every 
way fit and worthy Mr. Ward's tastes and 
training thoroughly qualify him for that im- 
portant position. Heis a nephew of the late 
David Henshaw, well and favorably remember- 
ed by Massachusetts Democrats. Mr. Ward 
began his business career with the well-known 
drug firm of Henshaw, Ward & Co. and was 
afterward head of the firm of Ward & Boott, 
manufacturers of and dealers in dyestuffs and 
chemicals. He is a practical chemist himself, 
and is at present employed in the custom house 
being one of those to recently receive promo- 
tion.—Boston Post. 


Judge Brown of the United States Court, in 
Detroit, has given an important trade mark de- 
cision which extends legal protection to these 
devices much further than heretofore. A De- 
troit firm put up an article in cans of the same 
size and general appearance as those used by a 
New York house making the same goods. La- 
bels of the same color and general appearance 
were also used. The name used for the two 
brands was different, but a casual purchaser 
would readily have mistaken the boxes as 
identical: Judge Brown held that the law ex- 
tended further than the rrotection of names 
alone. The general arrangement of colors, de- 
sign, form of box, &c , were details of the trade 
mark which the law would protect. The De- 
troit firm were perpetually enjoined from using 
the general arrangement of colors, &c., em- 
ployed by the New York house.

Sunflower Seed. 
CHARLESTON, 8, C., Nov. 23 1885, 
Editor O1L, PAINT AND DruG REPORTER: 

I observe in your issue of the 25th inst., that 
there is a market for sunflower seed at $1 50 per 
bushel. Will you favor me by letting me know, 
or putting me in communication with those 
who can inform me, as to the extent of the de- 
mand for it,and the average price which it 
might be expected to fetch in ordinary seasons. 
It grows luxuriantly and is easily cultivated in 
this region of country, and would be valuable 
as means of diversifying our products, if it can 
be soldin large quantities. Can you inform 
me what percentage of oil the seed contains and 
its market value in New York or elsewhere, 
in a crude and refined state. J.8. FAIRLY. 

[The statement contained in last week’s issue 
of the REPORTER had reference to the value of 
the seed in Kansas, where a market is found 
for it at $150 per bushel. The Western buyers 
evidently appreciate its worth as an oil seed and 
are ahead of the East in this respect, as it would 
be very difficult to place any quantity of sun- 
flower seed here. Inquiry among persons who 
have made it a practice to introduce new oils 
on this market failed to find any interest in the 
article. Sunflower seed and oil are better 
known abroad than in America. Regular crops 
are harvested every Spring in Russia, China 
and India, and later in some parts of England 
and France. Fach plant produces about 1,000 
seed. The percentage of oil obtained varies 
considerably with the character of the soil, the 
climate and the method of cultivation. The 
demand for the oilin Russia is almost exclu- 
sively for adulterating olive oil. Refined sun- 
flower oil is rated as high in Europe as olive 
and almond oil for culinary purposes, In the 





manufactures the sunflower product is princi- 
pally used abroad for oiling wood, illuminating 
purposes and in making candles and soap, be- 
so excellent for the latter.—O. P. & 


Concerning the Syndicate of Retail 
Druggists. 
CHICAGO, ILL , Nov. 24, 1885. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

I have read the ‘Open Letter t. Manufactur- 
ers of Proprietary Goods” from the pen of Mr, 
Geo. A. Kelly of Pittsburg, with reference to 
the “deep regret’? with which the National 
Wholesale Drug Association, learned of a com- 
bination of retail druggists in the city of Bos- 
ton and neighborhood, “for the purpose of pur- 
chasing on joint account, contract proprietary 
goods in such quantities as to entitle them to 
the rebate,” the letter, voicing as it does the 
sentiments ofthe N. W. D. A., states turther, 
that, “while this drug company is ostensibly 
formed for the purpose of purchasing drugs, 
chemicals, proprietary goods, &c., the real in- 
tent is, without doubt, the purchase and divis- 
ion of rebate goods,” and adds “there is a pre- 
tense of honesty,” &c, 

Itis not a difficult matter to recognize in 
these sentences, the insulting arrogance which 
the wholesaler has adopted toward those with 
whom he comes in business contact: he has 
grown tat upon outrageous and exorbitant 
profits and stops at nothing inthe way of in- 
sult and abuse, toward those whoin any man- 
ner, interfere between him and his profits. 

The meanness and pusilianimity of their 
charge is beyond ali question, for while it 
cannot be charged that the N. W. D. A.,asan 
association, isa combination to “purchase and 
divide,” yet itis s fact that combinations for 
this purpose are formed and do exist among its 
members; and if this is admissible between 
members of the wholesale trade, I ask why not 
with equal justice between members of the re- 
tail trade? 

Referring to the division of goods, Mr. Kelly 
states that it is “manifestly an unfair competi- 
tion.” It isa well known fact that there is not 
acity ortownin the country that has large 
consumers of drugs outside of the retail trade, 
but that the wholesale druggist enters intoa 
“manifestly unfair’ competition with the re- 
tailer, by selling to such lay consumers at 
prices on a par with, or below, that at which 
he would sell to the trade, and if remonstrated 
with will reply that the consumer “buys the 
quantity” and as a consequence gets the price, 
and adds, **What are you goine to do aboutit?” 

This question bas been, answered by the Bos 
ton association, and this has been insultingly 
stigmatized by these jobbers as only pretenti- 
ously honest. 

I have written this letter for the reason that 
on January Ist, 1886, I shail have the honor to 
represent as their buyer, just such a syndicate 
as is referred to in Mr. Kelly’s letter, andI know 
that the association was formed without refer- 
ence to proprietary goods other than as they 
have their place in the regular course of busi- 
ness. However, as these articles form a large 
percentage of the trade of the retailer, it will 
be necessary to consider them, and as the re- 
tailer is the “natural channel’’ through which 

proprietary goods reach the consumer, it 
would be well that the manufacturer shoul - 


pause before he lends himself to the wholesaler 
in adding to the insults already offered, 

The retail drug interests of the United States 
represents fully as much capital as the whole- 
sale and is entitled to just as much respect, 
and that it is bound to have that respect is 
shown by the outcropping of these combina- 
tions, and the position of the retailer, being in 


direct contact with the consumer, makes him 
all the more dangerous. 

I ask a place for this letter in your valued 
journal, that our Eastern brethren may know 
that they have the sympathy and support of 
the West in a contest that is of more import- 
ance than any system, contract or otherwise.

They are moving the rig 
5}4 miles from the old Jocation in the hope of 
meeting better success. 


The Norwegian bark Lindesnaes, of and from 
Tonsberg, arrived in port yesterday to load 
crude oil in bulk on French account. She has 
been signally successful, and is at present the 
only vessel running from this port which 
carries petroleum in the above state. She had 
been ordered to Tonsberg from Havre for 
overhauling and _ reclassing.—Philadelphia 
Reeord. 


Last week it was demonstrated that New 
York did not control the market, The Oil City 
trade had the best of the deal all through, and 
made the most money. While the market is 
quiet and the trade uninfluenced by the field, 
the preponderance of waalth in New York can 
make the prices, but the experience of the oi/ 
region trade stand them in good effect when 
he fie ld begins to assertitsinfluence.—Derrick

The stocks in Europe are exceedingly 
light, and advices received every day from that 
quarter show aslight advance in values. The 
probability is that Europe wil! be a continuous 
buyer throughout the winter, 


A Berlin journal in discussing Hamburg as 
a chemical and petroleum port, says that dur- 
ing the last year there arrived there 1,093,780 
barrels and 4,715 chests of petroleum. On the 
whole there arrived 1,270,915 packages of all 
kinds, against 1,036,908 in the preceding year, 
an increase of cver 200,000 packages. But as 
significant as anything else to the American 
reader is the concluding sentence: “This year 
several ships have arrived with Russian petro- 
leum, 


The English ship Malta, from Antwerp for 
New York with empty petroleum barrels, went 
ashore last week on Ocean Beach, near Shark 
River Inlet, N. J , and will probably becomea 
total loss. One of the crew was drowned: the 
rest were rescued by the Life-saving crew. 
The cargo of the Malta was consigned to Gust. 
Heye of this city The Malta is an iron vessel, 
hailing from Liverpool]; was built in 1552 at 
Blackwell, England, and is owned by the Mer- 
chants’ Transportation, of Liverpool. 


The question is frequently propounded, 
“Where does ali this oil go which is being 
sold?’ Weill, after it has been tossed around 
among the speculators for a while, until no 
one wants it, the Standard very accommodat- 
ingly takes it and keeps it until a favorable 
time comes, when the market is worked up 
again by judicious means and the foolish vir- 
gins are soon thereafter found to be those with 
oil, not those without. In the petroleum busi- 
ness history keeps right on repeating itself.— 
Blizzard. 


The specific gravity of the oil'found in the 
Kane well is 4744 degrees at a high temperature, 
possibly 75 degrees Fahrenheit. The Clarendon 
oil fresh from the wells, according to the high 
temperature test, is about 4744 ‘degrees. Clar- 
endon stock oil is 4544 degrees. “Gravity is 
everything, now,’ said a pipe line gauger to a 
Derrick fieldman, ‘All shipments are made on 
a basis of gravity. The refiners are returning 
to the old practices. In former times, however, 
the retiner would kick on a high gravity, while 
now if the specific gravity was 75 degrees they 
would admire it all the more. The Cogley pro- 
duct is the lightest oil which comes into my 
hands. It is 49 degrees as it comes out of the 
lines at Kane. The Kane oil is light enough 
and comes in our division as premium oil.” 


Holders of oil certificates and owvers of all 
kinds of oil property are many million dollars 
better off than they were a few days ago, but 
the strong reaction leaves them many millions 
short of what they were worth a week or so 
since. The fluctuations of values have been 
extremely violent, so wicked, in fact, that they 
have almost taken the breath out of the ave- 
rage oil man. But the trade has survived the 
shock and is now quite ready forthe next turn 
of fortune’s wheel. No other tradein America 
could at this time haye 80 successfully weath- 
ered a panic as those engaged in the oil trade 
have done within the past few days. A resto- 
ration of prices to a point above the dollar 
mark may serve as a soothing influence, but it 
cannot entirely beal the wounds that have been 
created during the radical change in the market. 


The oil region has turned out many notable 
people. A few years ago R. W. Criswell was 
editor of the Oil City Derriek, now he is the 
managing editor of the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
It was while in Oil City that Mr. Criswell 
achieved a national reputation as a humorist. 
His “Grandfather Lickshingle Stories,”’ which 
appeared in the Derrick, were the essence of 
keen wit and clean cut humor, The crowning 
work of his career was a series ot caustic trav- 
esties on Shakespeare’s tragedies. To say that 
they were immensely funny is but the simple 
truth. Mr. Criswell’s friends did not want to 
lose sight of all his good things, and as the re- 
sult we have **The New Shakespeare and Other 
Travesties,” a handsome book of I62 pages. 
Those who read the book will surely laugh so 
hard that they will twist off their buttons, 


It was on the l4th of November, 1874, that oil 
sold at 47 cents. Shortly after the Fisher Bros. 
purchased through their Parker’s Landing 
agency [00 to 150 barrels of Karns’ Line oil at32 
cents. Inthe same yeara Tidioute producing 
firm sold through Platt B. Crosby, now of New 
York, 20,000 barrels at 4144 cents. In the same 
year L. H. Smith, ex-President of the New 
York Petroleum Exchange, built and filled a 
20,000 barrel tank with 25-cent oil. In those old 
times of large competition in oil transportation 
there were as many markets as there were 
transportation companies. There was no gene- 

market, and oil from the same district for 


this reason did not always command the same 
figures. Hence as between the lines there was 
often a wide margin of difference in the market 
quotations of a given date and hour. The low- 
est market during that year was 40cents. Oil 
City prices, however, at that time were always 
considerably higher than Butler or Lower 
country prices. 


We do not blame the trade any for getting 
frightened over the reports which located a 
1,200 barrel well at Kinzua last week. It is 
natural for holders of long o11 to let go on such 
reports, and for speculators to endeavor to 
make money by selling short. But bow is it 
with the producer who finds the price of his 
product depreciated 20 cents on a barrel on a 
miserable well that stops flowing before it is a 
week 01d? Itis his product that suffers the 
loss in the end, and the loss is one that cannot 
be attributed to any legitimate basis of sup- 
ply and demand, for the supply is no more nor 
the demand less than it was a week ago. Hence 
we may conclude that the price was either too 
high a week ago or that the producing interest 
has met with asevere loss Of money through 
the machinations of speculators. This involves 
a delicate question, which will undoubtedly 
some day become a prominent one in the oil 
region, and that is the power of speculation to 
make the price ot the producers’ product. The 
thinking men are beginning to study the ques- 
tion more and more, and some day will en- 
deavor to answer it.— Derrick.

Frightfal Abuse of Cocaine. 


A Chicago special toa daily contemporary 
says that Sunday evening, upon an order issued 
by Judge Pendergast, Dr. Charles D. Bradley 
was taken to the Washington Hone for Inebri- 
ates. About thesame time his young and hand- 
some wife was being conveyed to the County 
Hospital, two of bis children were on their way 
to St. Vincent’s Asylum and the other three to 
St. Joseph’s Hospital. All seven are mental 
and physical wrecks. Less than six months 
agO Bradley was a prominent physician on the 
North Side. About the end of April he 
began to study the use of cocaine and its 
effects, and to aid his researches not 
only used it, but regularly administered it to 
his wife and children. His claim was that he 
-ould inject the drug into the human system 
without pain and remove the flesh without in- 
jury to the pitient. Atone time he injected 
some of it into his own arm, and then, with a 
red-hot iron, burned the flesh without flinch- 
ing. Atanother time he injected it into the 
wrist of his 3 year-old child, and with a knife 
cut out the flesh, the little one apparently 
suffering no pain. Still he craved for further 
investigation, and finally became a monoman- 
jac on the sabject. His practice fell off, and 
he mortga;:24 every piece of furniture in the 
house to get money to buy the d ue. Physi- 
cians testified that he was hopelessly insane 
from the use of the drug. 
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The Illicit Sale of Drags in South 
Carolina. 


A member of the South Carolina Pharma- 
ceutical Association writes to the Charleston 
News and Courier that at a meeting of the As- 
sociation held November 16 President Aimar 
delivered an interesting address in which he 
stated that he had secured communications 
from all parts of the state in regard to the il- 
licit sale of drugs,and as Section 935 of the Gen- 
eral Statutes provides that ‘The said associa- 
tion is hereby authorized and directed to prose- 
cute all persons violating the provision of the 
chapter or any of them,” it was resolved thatit 
be the duty of the secretary to prosecute all 
violators of said section and that all informa- 
tion must be made to the secretary under oath. 

The violators of this law are very numerous, 
and for the interest of licensed druggists and 
society generally it is to be hoped all infringe- 
ments of the pharmaceutical law will be speed- 
ily reported to the secretary, Dr. Philip Wine- 
man, of Charleston. 
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Cultivation of Foreign Medicinal 
Plants and Conservation of 
Forests. 

The Commissioner of Agriculture, in his re- 
port, recommends that efforts should at once 
be made to arouse and enlighten the people as 
to the dangers which are threatened through 

the destruction of forests, 

Referring to the request of the American 
Pharmaceutical Association that the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture take measures for the 
introduction into cultivation in this country 
ofsuch of the imp rtant foreign medicinal 
plants as would be adapted to our climate, in 
order that they might be readily obtainable in 
a fresh state, and that another industry might 
be added to our country’s resources, he says: 
“There is no doubt that many of the most im- 
portant medicinal plants are perfectly adapted 
to our climate, and could be cultivated in per- 
fection, and it would seem well that means 
should be taken to give them a proper trial.” 
Fears are expressed, he adds, that some of these 
plants are becoming exterminated in their na- 
tive stations, and in respect to some of them, 
as, for instance, the ginseng plant, the time has 
come when they may probably be made the 
objects of profitable cultivation, 
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The,Permanence of Inorganic Fuels 
in Nature. 
BY LORIN BLODGET, PHILA, 

The time has come for a revision of the long~ 
standing beief as to the origin of the minera) 
carbons and hydro-carbons the most massive 
deposits of the altered portions of the earth’s 
surface, if limestone is included, as it should 
be, with the mineral carbon found as coal, and 
ifallthe mineral carbonates are given their 
proper re'ative positions. From the solid min- 
eral carbons the transition is regviar and 
gradual through every degree of softness to 
tluidity for combinations of carbon with bydro- 
gen and from liquids to wriform fluids as gas, 
Allthese are strictly analogious and simply 
successive natural forms. They are all chemi- 
cal unions of the constituent elements in vary- 
ing but definite proportions. None of the 
changes of form represent decay or disorgan 
isation, and thers are no f-ns here or change 
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ofform corresponding to those which take 


place in organic matter. 

The key to the entire class of mineral car- 
bons and bydro carbons is their inorganic char- 
acter. As organic products they would be sub- 
ject to the inevitable laws of decay and dis- 
organization when the life that crcated them 
ceases. As mineral, native and primary in- 
organic forms. or products, rather, they are 
persistant and permanent, not subject to decay 
but changing from solid to fluid or to wriform 
conditions, as water itself changes. Carbon, 
silicon, sodium, potass' um, calcium and iron 
exist in nature in a varie y of forms and chem. 
ical combinations, some fluid and sume eri- 
form; and allof these enter in some degree 
into organic growths of animal or vegetable 
life. But the changes which release them from 
organic forms when life is extinct are altoget- 
her different from thore which occur while in 
forms not organic, as when iron rust, or salt 
dissolves, or a hydro-carbon oil evaporates in 
the form of gas 

It is deriving the greater from the less to as- 
sume that the tiny shells of mollusks have built 
up the massive limestones in which they are 
sometimes imbedded, The quantity of shells is 
very great in some formations, and if it were 
not for the vastly greater makes of limestone 
and marble containing no shells there would 
beastrong vresumption in favor of the mol- 
luske, particularly so long as the early belief 
prevailed that one shelifish greater than all the 
rest still bore the world on his back. This is 
really an illustration and not a burlesque, and 
an analogy applicable tot e case in which it is 

i nferred that the hydro-carbons are organic 
products. 

The most important of the present questions 
in both heating and lighting is that of the per- 
manence or perishableness of the mineral car- 
bons and hydrocarbons. If these are organic 
products only, and if their gaseous form isa 
product of natural decay and not. a cacmical 
transformation merely, then there cannot be 
enough in store anywhere beneath the surface 
to maintain the supply now called for through 
many years. On the other hand if all the shales 
and eval and oil-bearing strata are charged 
with carbc n as an inorganic constituent, which 
@sumes liquid and eriform conditions as the 
result of natural xgencies and changes not at- 
tended with transformation into living organ- 
isms, then it may be fairly assumed that the 
quantities are sufficient for use through a long 
period of time. 

Phe daily progress of the search for natural 
gas is giving us a new light as to its origin and 
generic character, as the search for petroleum 
a few years since enlightened us as to the rela- 
tion that product bad to the mineral constitu- 
tion ofthe earth. The hypothesis of organic 
origin for petroleum has been half yielded 
even by its most tenacious advocates. The 
vast quantities already brought into use and 
the increasing instead of diminishing supply 
show that the salt wells afford a better analozy 
than any possible organic deposit; the particu- 
lar vein or stratum pierced by wells at any 
time may be depleted, but an accumulation or 
refilling is constantly going on, and a vast 
quantity of petroleum exists in many widely 
separated portions of the earth. 

It must also be said that none of the proper- 
ties of the mineral carbons or hydro-carbons 
belong to or are characteristic of organic re- 
mains. It isa law of allorganic remains that 
when buried in the earth they decay or become 
mineralized by infiltration of silica if in sands, 
or of carbon if in mineral pitch or coal. The 
less yields to the greater, and the mineralizing 
agency replacesthe perishable matter of the 
organic cells. The form therefore remains 
after the substance has been changed, and the 
decay that would otherwise take place does 
not break down the structure in that respect; it 
continues to bear the for'a of the tree or of the 
animal body. There is no fluid hydro-carbon 
poseible as the result of the partial decay or 
destruction of organic life. The decay of 
orgarisms sets free nitrogenous gses, ammo- 
nia and acids, all disorganizing and destructive, 
and none of them permanent. In the heat of 
flame they are combu-tible, but in natural 
decay they are simply offensive and injurious. 
If organic forms of life, animal and vegetable, 
were not subject to this unfailing law of decay 
and dissolution into the original elemente, the 
earth’s surface would be ever, where piled high 
wth theremains. The existing surface would 
have a stratum a hundred times larger than 
the deep*st coal beds. 

The bydro carbons are inorganic and among 
the primary original constituents of ihe s lid, 
liquid and wriform ¢lements of the earth. They 

are minerals and not mineralized products, 
Other minerals existing in similarly vast quan- 
tities are also essential to the uses of man in 
civilization as distinguished from the savage 
state, as salt, lime, soda. potash, silicon, borax, 
sulphur, etc. These are discovered and utilized 
successively as the human race advauces in its 
capacities and in its needs. No inference ad- 
verse to the view here taken is to be derived 
from the use of vegetable fuels heretofore or 
in the early civilization or occupation of each 
country. The organic fuels cannot last long in 
the vature of things, for those only can be 
burned which affurd a woody structure and an 
excess of carbon. The inorganic fuels in solid 
form may soon be exbausted, and speculative 
minds have often calculated the life ot the coal 
fie]dg as being limited to a brief period of years, 
But the liquid and wriform fuels bave ap- 
peared, changlng the scene altogether and af~

fording an almost inexhaustible resource in the 
vast carbonaceous depo-its, in which the chem- 
ical change l.berating the gaseous form may 
go on forever, almost, without exhaustion. 
And, finally, the decomposition of water 
itself—which surely i3 primarily inorganic, 
although present in every possible form having 
life—the decomposition of this universal con- 
stituent of the earth’s surface yields hydrogen 
and oxygen ina form available for the most 
intense heating flame possible with any form 
of matter. We return to the oxyhydrogen 
blowpipe—in a modified form, it is true, for the 
heat we need when dispensing with wood, cval, 
and even oils—and have only to keep a reserve 
of material for carbonic oxide “enriching gas” 
in order to get all the light the future ages may 
need. Organic life may go on as it has since 
the world began, to create and to destroy, be- 
cause this is the necessary law of organic life,—

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Looking Glasses. 

Amongst the minor industries in the govern- 
ment of Moscow will be found the kustarien 
occupation of making looking glasses. These 
wares are produced by the kustar at his or ber 
home, as the case may be, from ordinary wip- 
dow giass by amalgams. These wares are 
mostly fitted into tin frames. A thousand of 
these looking glasses sell in Moscow for 40 ru- 
bles ($.0). The actual cost of manufacture is 31 
rubles 40 copecks ($15 70), which offers 8.60 ru- 
bles ($4 30) recompense. From this sum, how- 
ever, must be deducted 1 ruble 60 copecks (80 
cents) for transport and freight expenses at- 
tending delivery in Moscow. It oftentimes 
happens that hired labor, in the absence of 
home resources, is engaged in this calling ata 
cost of not jess than 5 rubles ($2 50) per thou- 
sand glasses. Under such circumstances, and 
they are frequent, the making of 1,00 such 
looking glasses, which may be placed as equal 
to a week’s work, does not give greater remu- 
neration than 2 to 3 rubles ($1 to $160) per 
adult kuetar. A few years since similar wares 
soldin Moscow at 46 rubles ($23) per 1,000. 
These were grand times, for then the kustar's 
weckly earnings averaged 8 rubles ($4). Resides 
these common mirrors are looking glasses of 
higber grades, in which small reflectors are 
bound, as it were in velvet, as are the larger 
glasses placed in wooden frames. These kus- 
tars also make pier and mantel glasses of fairly 
large dimensions. One bundred and one kus- 
tars were in 181 engaged in this industry. The 
value of their output was valued at 29,700 ru- 
bles ($14,850). All products from this source 
find a market in Moscow, says the U.S. cunsul 


at that port. 
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Utah Sulphur Industry. 


Utah, among its nany valuable mineral de- 
posite, is destined to become noted for its pro- 
duct of sulpbur. As early as 1869, F. Dickert 
made locations of su!phur claims at Cove Creek, 
which is now reached by the Utah Central Rail- 
road to Black Rock, Beaver County, and by 
wagon road 26 miles eastward. In all, Mr. Dick- 
ert has 23 claims, aggregating about 460 acres. 
After making the locations he traveled to va- 
rious countries, and among others visited the 
sulphur manufactories of Sicily, from whence 
comes most of the sulphur used in this country. 
It took long years of study and experiment to 
get cheap proceases for refining suiphur, and 
this has been accomplished by Mr. Dickert. He 
bas secured patents on bis claims and erected 
machinery ample for the production of 42 tons 
per week, and in a short time this will be 
doubled. The process is simple and 
cheap. Two large iron tanks are employed. 
These are made steam tight and consist of up- 
per and lower section, the upper being the 
largest and for the reception of the sulpbur 
rock, a charge amounting 1o about 2% tons. 
The lower section is simply a big kettle, having 
a spout at the bottom to draw off the sulphur 
in a moulten state. A perforated partition 
separates the upper and lower chambers, After 
acburge is placed in the upper chamber it is 
closed tightly, and steam at a pressure of 70 
pounds is turned on to heat the mass to a tem- 
perature of 111 degrees, when the su)phur be- 
comes melted and finds its way down into the 
lower chamber. When all is driven out of the 
rock by heat,a side door is opened and the 
residue is drawn out and thrown into a waste 
dump, while the pure sulphur is either run 
into large cones of brimstone or ground intoa 
mill to make flour sulphur and then shipped 
in sacks. The sulpbur rock has been explored 
in the claims to a depth of twenty 
feet in numerous places through rock that 
runs from 60 to 99 per cent. sulphur. We are 
assured that at no sulphur mines in the world 
is the rock so pure. Two new tanks, weighing 
in the aggregate 27,000 pounds, have just been 
procured to be added to the works, bringing 
the daily product up to sixteen or eighteen 
tons, instead of seven or eight as now. It was 
only last July that the works began sending 
out their product, and up to date 25 cars of 14 
tons each have gone to market. The queetion 
naturally comes up, what is all this sulphur 
used for, and this question can be easily an- 
ewered. In 1884 this country imported about 
200,000 tone, which found a market for use in 
the arts, for manufacturing sulphuric acid, ete. 
In the vast country west of the Missouri River 
during the past year, it required over 20,000 
tons of su!phur so estimated, to furnish dip for 
the vast sheep herds. [hisis the great remedy 
knowa for scab and kindred diseases in sheep 
































and the demand is increasing. The CoveCreek 
works employ eighteen men and several large 
teams, the latter to haul the product to the 
railway. The supply issimply unlimited, Re 
fined sulphur is worth in various markets from 
$15 to $80 per ton,—Salt Lake Tribune. 
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Buxus versus Cinchona. 


Towards the end of the eighteenth century 
some preparation of the Box shrub (Buxus 
sempervirens) enjoyed a singular reputation 
througbout Europe; but it was under a fancy 
denomination. An individual (whose name, 
we believe, was Hoffmann) possessed a secret 
remedy for ague, or intermittent fever, and 
obtained great notoriety by its means. Every- 
where authentic cures were quoted by hun- 
dreds, and the subject made so much noise in 
the world that it got spoken of at the court of 
the Emperor Joseph II, After a while the 
Emperor deternined to purchase the secret 
remedy in question, which he did for the sum 
of one thousand five hucdred florins. His 
object was to publish the secret, in order that 
the whole of his subjects inight benefit by it. 
But when people learnt that the celebrated 
remedy merely consisted of a decoction of the 
common box tree—and object of familiarity 
and indifference in everyone's garden—nobody 
would place any confidence in the medicine. 
Tbe remedy which had become so notorious 
whilst its name was withheld now soon ceased 
to be used at all, the ungrateful public sought 
for other febrifuge medicines, In the course 
of a few years cinchona bark arrived, and the 
Buxus sempervirens was rarely or never 
alluded to. 

It is not improbable, however, that, though 
box itself may never come again prominently 
forward in pbarmacy, its active principle, 
Buxine, willdoso, Of recent years the tend- 
ency to employ the active principles of plants 
instead of the plants themselves has been 
growing, and physicians have begun to per- 
ceive that these pure and simple medicaments 
can be given more safely and more efficacious- 
ly thanthe old complex decoctions, extracts 
and tinctures. 

Buxine is theactive febrifuge principle of 
the box shrub, and as such is not new to medi- 
eal science. In Spain. Italy, Switzerland, 
France and the South of England, Buxus sem- 
pervirens grows spontaneously, torming in 
many places small forests or woods. Even in 
the immediate neighborhood of London we 
have a locality named “Bux ‘\ood." The 
leaves of the shrub have a peculiarly nauseous 
heavy, sligbtly aromatic odor, They have been 
occasionally used to aduilterate senna leaves, 
and at the dose of twoto three ounces in de- 
voction in a quart of water they are somewbat 
purgative. also atthe dose of 40 to [0 grains 
in powder, 

No doubt the febrifuge action of box is quite 
as real now asin the days when the Emperor Jos- 
eph Il. gave fifteen hundred florins to find it out; 
and some French practitioners still prescribe it 
in fourm of the powdered leaves—30 to 40 grains 
being given In an appropriate vebicle at the 
commencement ot an attact of ague. Accord 
ing to Dr. Saffray this it the best mode of ad- 
ministering it. A notable improvement, he 
says, is manifest after the first doses, and in the 
course of afew days the patient is perfectly 
restored to heaith.—Chemist & Drugyist. 
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The Duty on Petroleum Barrels in 
Germany. 

REPORT BY CONSUL-GENERAL RAINE, OF 
BERLIN. 


In the month of November, 1884, the Federal 
Council of the Empire was requested by the 
Imperial Government to modity the duties 
upon petroleum with a view of subjecting bar- 
relain which petroleum is imported from the 
United States to a specific duty of 10 marks per 
100 kilograms, the same that is collected on col- 
ored coopers’ ware. Heretofore such barrels 
were only subject to a duty of 6 marks per 100 
kilograms. 

Whether such a change can be effected through 
the action of the Federal Council, or whether a 
special legislative act is required to carry out 
the wishes of the Imperial Government, is 
being questioned by the newspapers, The tariff 
of May 22, 1885, already provides for the mode 
of taxing barrels containing petroleum, and 
makes no distinction between the vessels con- 
taining petroleum and their contents, provid- 
ing that the oil shall be subject to a duty of 6 
marks per kilogram 4 ross weight, no tare being 
allowed. 

It is not likely that the project of increasing 
the duty is intended for the protection of the 
coopers, a8 it is a well-known fact that nearly 
all empty barrels are re-exported to the United 
States. It is more than probable that the meas- 
ure is intended to force shippers of Russsian 
petroleum, who import the fluid exclusively in 
tank cars into Germacsy. 

The measure meets with decided opposition 
in Bremen, Hamburg, etc, where many sbip- 
pers derive profit from the reshipment of 
empty barrels to the United States. It is feared 
that should the wish of the Government be- 
come effective, the export of American petro- 
leum to Germany will be seriously interfered 
with. 

Until recently nothing was heard of this 
matter: and no little surprise was occasioned 
when; onthe morning of Septembar 19, the 
Berlin papers informed the public that the 








Federal Council had adopted a resolution that 
barrels containing petroleum should be re- 
garded as colored coopers’ ware, and #s such be 
liable to a duty of 10 marks per 100 kilograme. I 
am reliably informed that after the adoption 
of the resolution several amendatory proposi- 
tions were offered. One of them is to the effect 
that a drawback should be allowed on all re- 
exported barrels, another that the time for a 
tinal vote should be extended beyond the first 
of November, The matter will undoubtedly 
go betore the Reichstag, though the chancellor 
appears to press the matter in favor of Russian 
interests and will oppose a postponement be- 
yond November 1, 

Though the papers state that of 25 members 
of the Federal Council only 5 voted against the 
measure, it is said by well informed 
parties that it was carried only by a small 
majority. The projected increase of duty 
would virtually amount to 4 marks 
per 100 kilograms. American barrels filled with 
oll weigh about 145 to 150 kilograme;: unfilled, 
81 to 35. Two centners, er 100 kilogroms, are 
said to be equal to 120 liters, To-day, 100 kilo- 
grams (gross weight’, if bought in quantities of 
100 centners or more, are quoted on the ex- 
change at 23 marks 50 pfennigs. This is about 
18.4 pfennigs per liter, while large dealers : etail 
the article at 25 pfennigs per liter. Under the 
proposed increase of duty a liter would sell at 
wholesale for 20.9 pfennigs and at retail for 27 9 
pfennigs: 

While many dealers are inclined to the belief 
that the increased duty will greatly damage im- 
ports from the United States, a very prominent 
merchant has assured me that such wonld not 
be the case. Russian petroleum finds little fa- 
vor among consumers. It has a higher specific 
gravity than the oil from the United States 
(Russian=0.850, American=0.800 to 0.810). It 
blackens considerably and has a  dis- 
agreeable odor. Besides, the usual burners 
are nt suited to the Russian oil, and even with 
special burners it does not lose its bad proper- 
ties. The same gentleman assures me tbat he 
was persuaded last year to bring Russian pe- 
troleum into the market: He got rid of it as 
soon as possible, and now restricts himself to 
the sale of American oll. Similar remarks were 
made to me by other dealers. Thus far the pro- 
jected measure has not affected the market. 
The average price has been since the beginning 
of the year 23 marks 5 pfennigs ($5.59) for 
standard white petroleum. The petroleum 
meusure was no doubt intended to induce Rus- 
sia to grant a similar favor to German pro- 


ducts. 
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The Anchor Well as a Mischief Maker. 


Yhe Anchor Oil Company’s well at Kinzua 
has collapsed. The collapse isattributed to an 
accumulation of ealt water on its stomach, an 
event, by the way, which renders tubing and 
rods a necessity. The well has been tubed and 
put in pumping order. “In this connection,” 
says the Derrick, “it may be said that while the 
territory may not be drilled rapidly, no restric- 
tive measure will be applied to the pump, 
which will be exercised, as it were, for ‘all that 
it is worth.’” The pi rsistent and judicious 
joggivg of the walking beam may retrieve its 
lost prestige; at all events, it will no doubt 
make a nice pumper, possibly a large one. It 
may rival the White or the Phillips wells in 
their present productive capacities. Last week 
this well was seven weeks old. In its short life 
it created a furore worthy of a better well. It 
brought more of misery and less of sunshine 
with it than any well finished this year. It 
highly merits the name and fame of a genuine 
mischief maker. The No. 5 wellof the Morrison 
group is due any time and may be brought in 
at will, but it is understood in official circles 
that it wilinot be brought in until sufficient 
tankage has been provided. This well is about 
800 feet due east of No 3. Unless the fat streak 
in extending north 50 east from the White well 
is wider here than at other parte, it occupies a 
precarious position with reference to a ragged 
edge. Only the drill, however, will tell thestory. 
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Developing the Colorado Field. 


Our people are sleeping on theeve of the big- 
gest boom the Arkansas valley bas ever expe- 
rienced. Our oil interests are certain to come 
to the front in the next few months and then 
land in the Arkansas valley will be worth big 
money. The men who are putting their money 
into the development of the oil basin at Flor- 
ence, thirty miles west of Pueblo onthe Denver 
and Rio Grande Road, know what they are 
doing and have the utmost confidence in the 
ultimate success of their Jabors. In fact, the 
production of crude petroleum at the Florence 
wells is already an assured succ2s6s. The heavy 
oil found there is as fine lubricating oil as is 
found anywhere, and those who have used it 
extensively pronounce it superior to lubricat- 
ing oi] found anywhere in this country. Men 
of means who might now take advantage of the 
opportunity offered to amass a fortune by small 
ventures in oil lands and their jevelopment, 
we believe will yet live to regret the fact that 
they lacked confidence to invest when the oil 
industry was young and oil lands cheap. 

Mr. D. G. Peabody, manager of the Colorado 
Oil Company, a company recently organized 
in the East uuder the laws of Colorado with a 
working capital of $100,000, for the purpose of 
developing the Arkansas valley oil region, is in 
Pueblo, having come down last week from 
Canon City. He was met by a Chieftain re- 
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Porter and, in a brief conversation regarding 
the oil industry, he spoke very encouragingly 
and hopefully of the outlook. The object of 
his visit to Pueblo was purely of « business 
character, and while here he sold the Colorado 
Coal & Iron Company acarload of native lubri- 
cating oil, He informs us that he has supplied 
this company with lubricating oil from the 
Florence wells for the past two years, selling 
them during that time over 1,(00 barrels oi), at 
an average price of $10 per barrel delivered on 
the cars at Florence, 

Mr. Peabody now has two producing 
wells, the average yield of which is 
six barrels per day eack. The cost of pumping 
the twelve barrels of oil produced each day is 
$450, leaving, for each day’s working of the 
wells, a net profit of $115 50. Mr. Peabody says 
the Denver and Rio Grande Road is also using 
the oil from bis wells now, having in the past 
few months consumed over 100 barrels. Mr. 
Peabody was questioned as to further imme- 
diate developments of the oil region, and he 
stated that he bad just commenced the work of 
sinking thirty new wells on his lands at Flor- 
ence, 

This work he said would be pushed to com- 
pletion just as fast as possible, and inside of 
two years he expects to see a pipe line from 
Pueblo to Florence in operation. Oil, like 
water, will run down hill, and if our people will 
only wake up to the importance of the 
work which Mr. Peabody bas so far prose- 
cuted unaided, we fee) confident steps will be 
taken to further and aid every enterprise look- 
ing to the development of the oil region of this 
valley. Mr. Peabody expects to have twenty- 
five or thirty producing wells in operation 
within a year. Supposing that twenty-four of 
the wells to be sunk prove producers, output- 
ting say five barrels of oil per day. Two men, 
two boilers and two engines can operate the 
twenty-four wells. 

The production of the twenty-four wells per 
day at the estimated output would be 120 bar- 
rels, worth at $10 per barrel $1,200. The total 
cost of the production of the 120 barrels of onl 
would not exceed $50 per day, leaving a net 
profit of $1,150 on each day’s work, after the 
wells are sunk and in operation. Thus it will 
be seen by this illustration that there is big 
money in the development of the oil industry, 
even though the wells are all small producers. 
Suppose, however, that in sinking the thirty 
wells now under way, a “‘spouter” should be 
struck, i«agine what a fortune would be in the 
hands of the lucky owners. No silver mine in 
the country could equal it in the value of its 
daily product, and the reward thus attained 
would be in every sense merited. 

The oil refinery now in course of erection at 
Florence will be rendy to commence operations 
in about one month, and early in the spring it 
is expected that stiil another refinery wili be 
erected at Florence, or more likely at Pueblo, 
ifthe production ig sufficient to warrant the 
running of a pipe line to our city, as it is be 
lieved it willbe. In short, we believe that the 
day is not far distant when one of the Jargest 
and most profitable businesses of the State will 
be the oil industry, and it behooves every Pu- 
ebloite to aid in every way possible to bring 
about this result at the earliest possible mo- 
ment.—Pueblo (Col.) Chieftain.

Cottonseed Oil for Cooking Purposes. 


The following article, by Mrs. J.P. Walker. 
of St. Louis, Mo., is self-explanatory: 

“T have been using cottonseed oil for more 
than ten years. In view of this long experi- 
ence, I think I am fully prepared to pass judg- 
ment upon its merits, and I unhesitatingly say 
that I regard it as far superior to iard fur cul- 
inary purposes. When properly used it is im- 
perceptible to the taste,except perhaps in the 
case of biscuits, which are to be eaten cold for 


Juncb; in that case lard or butter is preferable, 
but for everything which is to be eaten imme- 
diately the oil can not be detected. 

“For frying fish and oysters it is less liable to 
burn than Jard,and a much larger quantity 
can be used without waste or extravagance, as 
what 1s left can always be stiained into a jar 
and kept for repeated use, with the addition of 
more as needed. It does not become stale or 
rancid, and does not retain the odor of fish. 
For frying fish, or fritter or baking waffles and 
batter cake, it should be kept hot on the stove 
in a suitable vessel or they will absorb tou 
much of the raw cold oil. For corn bread I add 
it hot the last thing; this makes the nicest egg 
bread without eggs. For waffles made 
with cold boiled rice or corn meal batter 
cakes the addition of a little oil in the batter 
makes itas rich as though two or three eggs 
were used. I have not tried it for cakes, ex 
cept for soft gingerbread, where it perfectly 
supplies the place of both butter andeggs For 
brewing chopped onions and flour for stews 
it is notso liable to burn as biack as lard, 
and gives avery rich appearance, as more or 
less of the oil rises to the surface In ‘eyes.’ I 
first began the use of oil from bygienic, not 
from economic motives, as I could only pro- 
cure the highest priced bottled salad oil. The 
oil as it come fresh from the refinery is limpid, 
pure and sweet, with the color, taste and odor 
of the bottle salad oil, suppoged to be genuine 
imported olive oil, the most of which is, how- 
ever, either lard oil or cottonseed oil—the high- 
est price being paid for the bottles and the 


fancy labels, not for the contents. From a 
hygienic point of view I consider it a most val- 
uable substitute for lard, keeping the blood 
free from impurity and humors, with which it 
isso frequently loaded where lard and butter 
are frequently used in cooking. I think I have 
said enough to show that in my experience at 
least, it provesa most valuable substitute not 
only for lard but for lard and eggs both, where 
both are usually required, and that its general 
use would be found profitable and advantage- 
ous on both sanitary and economic grounds.”

Oil as a Steam Raiser at Glasgow. 


The use of vil as a steam raiser is exciting an 
immense amount of interest among the steam 
users of the United Kingdom, and though the 
new fuel has not been very widely tested,there 
is nevertheless a fair amount of evidence to 
encourage the belief that on board steamships 
oil is preferable to coal. Of course the ques- 
tion at issue, namely, the relative value of oil 


and coal for the purpose of steam raising, is 
purely one of cost; but it must be confessed 
that the newspaper articles that have been 
published lately have been singularly barren 
in financial details, and foreign steam users 
must be utterly at a loss to understand the data 
on which the glowing reports are based. At 
first sight itseems absurd to think of substi- 
tuting oil for coal, for a ton of the former costs 
much more than the same yuantity of the lat- 
ter. but when fully inquired into the case 
assumes a different aspect. Colonel Sadler, 0° 
Middlesborough, and Vice-Admiral Selwsn 
have been experimenting for some time with 
liquid fuel. Neither of these gentlemen bas 
issued an authoritative report, but it is stated 
on what appears to be good authority that the 
vice-admiral has satisfied himself that the 
weight of oil required for maintaining a given 
speed in a steamship is only one-sixth the 
weight of coal as at present used, or, in other 
words, a ton of oil is equal to six tons of coal. 

Both gentlemen are said to have used in their 
experiments crude oil—that is, oil from which 
nothing bas been subtracted, and valuing it at 
648 a ton in England and coal at 128 a ton, the 
verdict must be given in favor of oil. But the 
estimate of the value of a given weight of oil 
does not rest on the direct authority of the two 
experimenters, and consequently it cannot be 
regarded as absolutely correct. However, the 
other advantages of oil over coal, which Vice- 
Admiral Selwyn is said to have discovered, are 
80 obvious that they may be accepted without 
hesitation. These are a saving of space for 
stowage of cargo by the comparatively small 
space occupied by the oil tanke, a saving in 
firemen’s wages and tools, and in appliances for 
loading and bandling coal, and discharging the 
refuse of combustion. Even should the above 
estimate of cost be wrong oil would still be 
worthy of theattention of ship-owners, though 
of course it would operate against its use as a 
steam-raiser on land. But complete and relia- 
ble data may be had in Glasgow and district, 
where the representatives of the Scotch min- 
eral-oil companies and the leading steam-users 
of Scotiand have for some time past been 
thoroughly testing the value of the liquid fuel. 

The Walkinshaw Oil Company is at its own 
works using oil for fuel purposes, and import 
ant results have already been obtained. The 
company have adopted the course of freely 
throwing their works open to the inspection of 
all, and they have established certain facts 
which enable business people to understand 
the point of issue and make up their minds on 
the attitude to be assumed toward the new fuel. 
These facts wili now be briefly stated here, It 
was ascertained that oil when burned alone 
emitted a very dense smoke which was highly 
objectionable, but this difficulty was met ina 
yery simple manner. Steam was first raised by 
means of coal, and a jet of steam was afterward 
connected to the oil pipes communicating with 
the furnace, the result being that the steam di- 
luted the oil into a thin spray, which burned 
like a gas witbout giving off any smoke. The 
steam caused complete combustion. The mix- 
ture of the steam with the oil was very satisfac- 
tory, and the plan has been adhered to since its 
first trial. 

The oil used is of an inferior quality, from 
which by-products have been extracted. At 
the works its cost is 20s a ton. but at Glasgow 
its price, owing to cost of carriag., is set down 
at 25s. A long trial has satisfied investigators 
that this oil is equal per ton to 244t nsof coal, 
which may be bad in Glasgow at from 68 6d to 
9s8aton. Were price the only consideration in 
the case oil would not therefore supersede 
coal, the two being regarded as about 
equal in that respect, tut the other advan- 
tages of oil which bave been already enumer- 
ated render it worthy of the serious attention 
of ship owners. Crude oil, which sells in Scot- 
land at 62s, 6d., and the oil obtained as a by- 
product from the iron furnaces, which is worth 
10s. a ton and upward, have not yet been tried. 
80 far as the question has yet been investigated 
oil as a steam raiser appears to offer a tempting 
prospect to ship owners, but hulds out nogreat 
hope to Jand steam users. 

That the new fuel is regarded witb great in- 
terest and will be thoroughly tried on a large 
scale is evident frum the number of ship own- 
ers interesting themselves in the matter. and 
the favorable opinions expressed by ship build- 
ers and marine engineers. At date of writing 
the managers of the Laird line, a large steam- 


ship company engaged in a mixed cargo and 
passenger trade between Scotland and several 
ports in Ireland, have intimated that they are 
eatisficd with the results obtained, and intend 
to use oil on one of their steamers. The versel 
selected is being fitted up with oil tanks, and 
she will be the first passenger carrier on which 
oil will be burned. Hitherto trials at sea have 
teen confined to cargo boats. and the action of 
the Laird line is significant, and favors the con- 
clusion that oil as a fuel for ships is preferable 
to coal. Nautical people are undoubtedly fa- 
vorably impressed by the fact that the use of 
oil will largely increase the cargo carrying 
space, and save many outlays incidental to coal. 


Foreign Exchange. 
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Natural Gas at New Orleans. 


Here in New Orleans the subject of a natural 
gas supply is beginning to be discussed, and 
although it is some years s'nce active steps 
have been taken toward experimentation in 
that direction, there are many who thoroughly 
believe the reaching of a vast subterranean gas 
cavity perfectly feasible. 


Some of the readers will doubtless recall the 
first di-covery of natural gas beneath this city 
about 1868. In driving a tube well in the rear 
of the machinery depot of C.S. Hunt & Co., on 
Gravier, between St. Charles and Carondelet 
streets, the workmen were surprised by a sud- 
den outflow of what was at firet thought to be 
air. They had reached a depth of only some 
ninety feet, if the informant’s memory be cor- 
rect, and were barely expecting to find water 
when the rush of what proved to be illuminat- 
ing gas occurred. As much out of curiosity nas 
anything else, the workmen applied a match 
to the vapor and immediately it ignited. The 
flame wastwoor three feet in height anda 
reddish yellow color. It putastop to further 
driving of the well and continued to burn sev- 
eral weeks. 


| About the same time a similar well driven on 
Tchoupitoulas street opened another gas cav- 
ity, and here, as in the Gravier street well, the 
gas burned foralongtime. So far as can be 
remembered, no further efforts were made 
toward discovering a permanent gas supply, 
but the quality of gas found and its quantity 
satisfied thinkers that hidden below the allu- 
vion deposit there are great reservoirs of gas 
sufficient to be successfully used for illumi- 
nating and heating purposes. 


About a year since a well was driven at 
Resgan’s stable,on Baronne street, which. at 
that time, created quite a sensation. After the 
well had been driven a number of feet the gases 
from the earth forced a large quantity of clay 
thr: ugh the pipe. The clay was followed by 
pebblcs and shells and then pure white sand 


came spurting out with considerable velocity. 
The noise made: was very similar to that ofa 
fire engine when pumping muddy waster. This 
state of affairs continued for some hours, when 
the sand was followed by water, and a clear 
stream was thrown high igto the air. striking 
the ceiling fully twenty feet above the mouth 
ofthe pipe with great violence. The water 
continued to force itself through the pipe for 
some days and then settled down to a gentle 
flow. The water was pure and good and was 
used for some time in the stables. 

The work on the wellin Lafayette freucreis 
progressing nicely, and 686 feet of }./;c¢ bas 
been driven, It isthe intention of Mr. Frank 
Howard, who has donated the well to the city, 
to have the pipes driven 1,500 feet if necessary. 
He will continue the work until water or gas is 
struck.—Times- Democrat. 
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Liquid Fuel for Caloric Engines. 


An important advance in the prob’em of how 
to supply domestic motive- power conveniently 
and with comparative economy has recently 
been made by adapting the Victor caloric en- 
gine, described in a recent isaue, to the burn- 
ing of kerosine, Gas, caloricand some forms 
of steam engines, while embracing many good 
features as domestic motors, have ‘solved the 
prob'em only in part, laboring under such 
drawbacks as the difficulty of obtaining a suit- 
able supply of gas,or the objectionable feat- 
ures of burning coal. The plan of utilizing 
liquid fuel has always held out promising in- 
ducements, but comparatively little progress 
was made, und the earlier attempts were any- 
thing but successful. The arrangement adopted 
in the Victor engine, however, is both simple 
and efficient, and preforms its ‘work in a most 
setisfactory manner. The burner, as it may be 
called, coneists of a shallow cylindrical vessel 
supplied with oil from a reservoir, the supply 
being controlled by a suitable regulating de- 
vice. In thie vessel a perforated iron partition, 
on which asbestos wicks are loosely placed, is 
supported at sucha height that the wicks are 
always copiously supplied with oil. Fiat air 
ducts pass from the bottom of the burner up- 
ward through the partition, their upper ends 
being turnisbed with loosely-fitting caps. so 
arranged that, as circulation of the air is effect- 
ed by the heating of the ducts, the currents of 
airare deflected downward upon the wicks, 
greatly promoting combustion. The tlame pro- 
duced is bright and free from smoke, except 
when first started, at which time the air supply 
is fora few moments insufficiert for perfect 
combustion. In all other respects the arrange-

TUESDAY EVENING, Dec. 1, 1885. 

The paint market as usual at the end of the 
month, and especially toward the close of the 
year, has been very quiet the past week. The 
movement is confined almost entirely to sup- 
plying small orders for present consumptive 
requirements, and while in this way a consider- 
able quantity of goods has been disposed of, 
none of the manufacturers or dealers have 
been particularly busy, except those who have 
old contracts still unfilled. The advance in pig 
lead has affected the market for all the pro- 
ducts of that metal with the exception of white 
lead, the advance made by the corroders early 
in November covering the present increased 
price of the pig metal. Red lead and litharge 
are higher, and American vermilion is firmer 
though it has not yet advanced, 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

White lead corroders find the market rather 
quiet, dealers at present being supplied and not 
disposed to buy ahead. There isa fair jobbing 
demand. The advance in pig lead has not yet 
affected the market for the carbonate, and as 
the recent change in prices of the latter covers 
the present cost of the metal, unless pig lead 
should materially advance there is little proba- 
bility of a further rise in white lead for some 
time to come. Some of the dealers do not ap- 
pear to haveaclear understanding of the re- 
bate system, and as this misunderstanding is 
likely to lead to complications and has already 
caused apparently unintentional violations of 
its provisions, the following explanatory cir- 
cular has been issued by one of the Eastern 
corroders and has the endorsement of the oth- 
ers: To Dealers in White Lead: * * * Nov. 
25, 1885—Some dealers are under the impression 
that corroders only are compelled to sell pure 
white lead in lots of less than 500 pounds at }éc 
per pound above the price for lots of 590 
pounds and over. This rule was adopted by 
the National White Lead Association, held at 
Philadelphia, on the llth inst.,and applies to 
dealers as well as to corrovers, and until the 
price is changed your lowest selling price of 
any brand of pure lead will be as follows: In 
lots of less than 500 ‘pounds, 7c per pound net ; 
in lets of 500 pounds and over, 6¢c per pound. 
A discount of 24 per cent for cash in 15 days 
may be allowed on lots of 500 pounds and over 
only. * * * 

Pig lead is higher. It ;has suddenly been dis- 
covered that the supply is inadequate to meet 
the increasing demand and during the past 
week there has been a gradual and considerable 
advance in values. Early in the week there 
were sales of common at 4 35c, but the market 
began immediately to ascend and later 200 tons 
of common sold at 445c. Holders then ad- 
vanced their views on common to 4}¢c, and 
since that time there have been uo reported 
transactions. Refined is nominally quoted at 
460@4 65c. There is nothing offering on tke 
spot except in a Jobbing way from second bands. 
It is stated that pig lead is not being produced 
fast enough to supply the demand for consump- 
tion and unless the production is largely in- 
creased, there will be an actual famine when 
the large consumers who have enough te last 
for a month or two come into the market for 
fresh supplies. In fact, it is stated that but for 
the offerings of the Richmond Company, 


Dry Colors. 
REDS. 

The demand for Venetian red is moderate 
and almost entirely of a jobbing charaeter, 
there being few inquiries for large lots. There 
is a good supply, and, though prices are steady, 
the market can not be said to be strong. Quo- 
tations are 135c for Cookson’s to arrive, but 
other brands can be bought in a large way at 
105@1 10c, sales having recently been made at 
these figures, In a jobbing way we hear of 
sales of 125 bbls at 115@130c as to brand and 
quantity. Of Cookson’s there have been a 
number of small sales at 14244@1 45c. The de- 
mand for domestic continues fair for the sea- 
son, but we hear of no special sales. Prices 
are steady at $120@130 for jobbing lots, ac- 
cording to brand and quantity. 

Carmine has met with the usual demand dur 
ing the past week, the call being chiefly for 
small lots for the supply of current require- 
ments. There isno change in prices, the quo- 
tations remaining $3 15@3 25, according to 
quantity and style of package. 

Quicksilver vermilion has not changed In 
price although the market for the metal is still 
advancing. It is not thought probable that any 
advance inthe price of the pigment will be 
made unless quicksilver should go much high- 
er. The demand the past week has been mod- 
erate but fully equal to previous corresponding 
seasons. Prices are 52c for lots in bulk, 530 in 
bags and 57c for smaller lots, and sales of 12,000 
lbs are reported within the range. 

Artificial vermilion has sold toa fair extent 
during the past week, but the season is teo far 
advanced to expect much business, Most of 
the sales are in small lots, the prices realized 
being the same as those which have prevailed 
for some time past. We quote 7@l5c for the 
low and medium grades and 18@26c for the finer 


kinds. 
American vermilion is very firm in sympathy 


with the advance in pig lead, and higher prices 
are looked for in the near future. There is 
little selling, and the present quotations 10K%@ 
lic are nominal. 

Orange mineral is still in fair demand, 
the sales being for present consumptive 
requirements. The largest consumers, the 
makers of artificial vermilion, are being sup- 
plied regularly by importers on contracts pre- 
viously made, but the American manufacturers 
of orange mineral still find some large orders to 
book. The quotations for German are steadily 
maintained at 854@9c on the spot, according to 
brand and holder. Lots to arrive are quoted at 
844@854c for prime brands. The demand for 
French is fair, the sales being almost exclu- 
sively for small lots, The market is unchanged 
at 8144@90, as to quantity and date of delivery. 
‘There is nothing doiug in English, and quota- 
tions remain nominally 84@83%c, a8 to quan- 
tity. Of domestic there is not much offering, 
as manufacturers, after filling contract orders, 
have little or nothing to spare. There have 
been sales of 25 tons Bradley since our last at 
8c for forward delivery. Other prime domestic 
brands have sold to the extent of 15 tons at 8c. 

Red lead has advanced 4c per lb owing to the 
increased cost of the pig metal, the quotation 
now being 534@5%c. Litharge is also higher 
and is now held at 544@i6%o. The demend for

Spot offer- 
ngs were scarce, and the market was very 
strong with lead in demand. Spot refined was 
scarce and wanted. Sales were made Saturday 
at 43,0, but later 4 15c was freely bid without 
sellers. The local spot market closes strong, 
with the tendency favoring sellers.

Desirable grades are not readily 
obtaizable, but there is plenty of stock of other 
kinds, which for the present seem to answer 
quite as well. The sale of one of the largest 
glue factories in the country is the only item of 
special importance presented this week, and a 
fuil account of that transaction will be found 
among our trade items on another page. 





Varnish Gums. 


The demand for varnish gums does not sp- 
pear to have been so brisk the past we’ k, still 
there isa fair amount of business doing, and 
Prices are well maintained. There have been 
n” quotable changes since our last. Atth> Lon- 
don public sale on Nov. 19, 1,380 cs kowrie were 
offered and about one-half sold at irregular 
but, on the whole, steady prices. Out of 115 cs, 
92 bags and 60 bskts Manila copal, a few lots sold 
at 3ls for inferior dark hard gum partially 
scraped, and at 283 5d to 30s 6d for inferior 
mixed anda good deal small; 11 cs Singapore 
damar sold at 43s, and 10 cs siftings were bought 
in at 593. A resolution was adopted at these 
sales to the effect that varnish gums should be 
sold all together and separately from water 
gums. It was also resolved that the sales should 
be held on Thursdays, beginning at 12 o’clock, 
and that the two kinds of gums should take 
Precedence at alternate series of sales. The 
next sales will be held Dec. 3, at 12 o’clock.

WINDOW GLASS. 

As is usual when a holiday intervenes, busi- 
ness is more or less affected, the past week being 
no exception to the rule as regards the demand 
for window glass. Dealers all report a firm 
trade for the season and specially during the 
past few days, when there has been a large in- 
flux of orders for prompt shipment. There is, 
however, considerable complaints among the 
trade on account of the poor assortments upon 
which to draw from to meet current demands. 
Receipts continue to come forward only in 
limited quantities, as is shown when compared 
with 1834 up to Nov. 1, when they were 1,068,670 


boxes against 651,062 for the present year, show- 
ing a marked decrease in the shipments. The 
sales in the aggregate, compared with previous 
weeks or months make a good record, at dis- 
counts from 75 and 5 to 75and 10, asto quantity 
and grade. American window glass is only 
coming forward in limited quantities, hence the 
scarcity of desirable sizes in dealers’ hands who 


are compelled almost daily to decline orders for 
prompt shipment. This causes some surprise, 
as it was supposed the large stock on hand as 
reported last July—830,061 boxes—would. be 
sufficient to meet all demands for some months 
to come, hence the reluctance of some manu- 
facturers to fire up before January. There are 
some dealers uncharitable enough to say, “they 
have doubts about there being so much, for as 
soon as the wages question was settled the 
stocks have diminished very rapidly.” One rea- 
£0n assigned for this reduction is, the demand 
for glass during the past three months has been 
unusually large, and as the foreign receipts 
have fallen off to a considerable extent, the de- 
mand for domestic has increased, to meet this 
deficiency: The Crockery and Glass Reporter 
of a recent issue, in speaking of the trade in 
Pittsburg and the West, says: ‘During the past 
two weeks more window glasshas been shipped 
from the city than in any month since the first 
of April. When the month of September, the 
usual time for starting this class of works, ar 
rived, it found most of the factories well 
stocked, there being in the neighborhood of 
80,000 boxes in this immediate vicinity, whereas 
from 5,000 to 10,000 boxes was a big atock only a 
year ortwoago. Some of this stock has been 
disposed of right along, but during the past 
two weeks it has been going rapidly and all of 
the factories are at work making more. Better 
prices have been realized in most instances 
than could have been earlier in the season, but 
this glass will be made cheaper in this part of 
the valley hereafter.” 


PLATE GLASS. 


There is no change in the position of either 
foreign or domestic plate glass, except that the 
stock of the latter is beginning to accumulate, 
thus enabling the manufacturers to ship their 
goods more promptly than they have been able 
to do for the past few months. Very little new 
business is reported, the bulk of the orders 
being to meet current wants. Discounts are 
steady at 50 and 10 and for either make.

Conveying Natural Gas, 
BY THOS. P. ROBERTS, PITTSBURG. 


The initial pressure of the great gas wells is 
enormous, over 200 pounds per square inch in 
many cases; hence to conduct it the strongest 
wrought iron pipes bave been considered 
necessary. Of course, with larger pipes than 
eight and ten-inch mains, which is the usual 
diameter of pipes in the open country, less 
frictional resistance would be encountered, and 
the same volume of gas could be delivered 
with diminished pressure and with less loss 
from leakage. But large pipes, either of 
wrought or cast iron, cost 80 much more that 
their advantages in these respects have so far 
been ignored. 

One chief source of trouble heretofore has 
been the prevention of leaks in these high 
pressure mains. The pipes are usually screwed 
together in sleeves, but many contrivances 
louking to additional strength and security 
have been devised, but still no system of high 
pressure service bas been found perfect. Un- 
equal settlement of the ground or contraction 
of the pipes is liable to rupture the joints at 
any moment. 

I will not take time to describe the various 
methods of supply and the distribution of nat- 
ural gas employed in Pittsburg and vicinity, 
although much could be said of interest upon 
this subject, but will proceed at once to state 
my reasons for advising an entirely different 
method from any now in use for the supplying 
of distant points like Cleveland. 

My idea is to reduce the pressure in the main

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toa minimum or little in excess of the atmo- 
spheric pressure. When we accomplish this, 
pipes of the very lightest weight and thinnest 
material will suffice, and the trouble and loss 
from leas wiil disappear. Suppose we assume 
that we have to deliver to Cleveland in one 
pipe 24,000,000 cubic feet of gas per diem. The 
lowest practical velocity with the least danger- 
ous lateral pressure is, in my opinion, about ten 
miles per hour, or a pressure equaling less than 
one-third of an ounce per square inch, To dis- 
charge this quantity of gas at this normal pres- 
sure would require a pipe of five feet 
in diameter. I need not give all my 
reasons for suggesting a pipe of this 
size. It is simply the jump from high pres- 
sure to almost no pressure mains, but of course 
the chief reason is the reductivn of friction. 
It is stated that in the small mains, after a dis- 
tance of thirty miles with an initial pressure of 
200 pounds per square inch, the power is dissi- 
pated. I doubt theaecuracy of the statement, 
but I know the friction of high pressure gas in 
emall mains is very considerable. By my cal- 
culations the small pipe high pressure system 
for long distanve transportation was more eco- 
nomical in first cost than for the intermediate 
sizes, but with diminishing pressure and as 
very large and ngh pipes were introduced I 
discovered there was a turning point in favor 
of large pipes. Thusan eight-inch pipe costs 
delivered about $1 per foot, whereasa Nu. 14 
sheet iron riveted pipe will cost constructed 
and painted less than $2 per foot, or with sup- 
porting trestles (for the entire distance) prob- 
ably less than $3 per foot complete. To trans- 
port with any degree of reliability 1,000.000 
cubic feet of gas per hour in eight-inch mains 
would probably require five lines, which with 
joints, ditching, etc., would cost between $6 and 

7 per foot. No economy would result from unit- 

ing the five lines into one of equal aggregate 
capacity—for to withstand the pressure, it 
first cost would about equal the total cost of 
the five smaller pipes. Another point to be 
considered, there is no economical method of 
forcing high pressure gas. The introduction 
of fans to do this is entirely impracticable, and 
condensing cylinders are out of the question 
on account of the size, number, and bigh speed 
with which they would have to be operated. 
But with a large, light sheet iron pipe, where 
it was sought to maintain only aten mile breeze, 
fans could at occasional interva!s be employed 
at a very slight expenditure of power, al- 
though I am inclined to doubt whether any as- 
sistance need be given the gas current in so 
large apipe. My five foot pipe equals in area 
115 discharge pipes from the wells, and to dis- 
charge from a well into such a pipe would give 
almost the freedom from reaction that is expe- 
rienced as wasting into the openair. My pipe 
would be sufficiently strong to withstand a 
pressure of several ounces without leaking, and 
any accumulation of pressure at the starting 
point I think could be relied upon to force the 
gas the entire distance. It must be understood 
farther that exhausting fans of considerable 
power would be required at the Cleveland end, 
and the exhaust at that point would further 
tend to maintain the circulation of the gas. 

The exhaust fans at the Cleveland end would 

of necessity have to be powerful machines, be- 
cause I would rely upon them to condense the 
gas for local distribution. Here, then, I would 
propose for the local Cleveland supply exactly 
the reverse arrangement employed in Pitts- 
burg. In Pittsburg high pressure gas from 
mains of small size is reduced and distributed 
in large mains, while for Cleveland my system 
would require tbe gas to be condensed from a 
large main and distributed in comparatively 
small pipes. 1 might state just here that further 
arrangements at the establishments where it is 
largely used would be advisable to again re- 
duce the pressure. It is not pressure but 
volume of the gas which is desired, and the best 
results of its use under boilers and in heating 
ovens has been found where merely a normal 
pressure isemployed. It is§to be recollected 
that tbe ncrmai pressure of the atmoshere, 
fifteen pounds per square inch, is constantly 
exerted on the gas, and in addition to this I 
would add, say one-third of an ounce. The gas 
would not, therefore, be so “diffuse” as some 
might think, and it would have the palpable 
weight of .035 of a pound per eubic foot. 

The proposed system of supply for Cleveland 
bas one important advantage over that in use 
here, viz., the fact that the weakest gas wells 
along the line or near it can all be made tribu 
taries. Wells which are now abandoned, as too 
weak to force their supply into high pressure 
mains could easily discharge into the great trunk 
conduit which I propose. I have no doubt 
that there are enough abandoned wells in But- 
ler county, Pa,,to furnish all the gas which 
Cleveland could possibly consume, aithough it 
would be well to keep an eye upun tapping 
some of the prolific wells of the Tarantum 
fields. There is also the Findlay, O., region, 
much nearer to Cleveland than Butler county, 
which should also be kept in view for a branch 
connection. 

I have been over a considerable of the dis- 
tance in the neighborhood of where I think a 
line might be laid from Butler county, via the 
Comnoquenessirg and Shenango valleys, and 
executed railroad surveys over portions of it, 
but at present would not feel justified in ex- 
pressing an opinion upon the merits of routes. 
But on the whole I am satisfied that between 
Butler county apd Cleveland the country is re- 
markably fayorable fora project of this kind. 
Asa rule the country is gently rolling, particu- 


larly north of Newcastle, and the summit can 
be passed with gentle grades. We might ex- 
pect some accumulation of pressure in the pipe 
on main divides. but there need be only one of 
them, and the powerful Cleveland exhaust fans 
will take care of the bad side of that one. For 
domestic consumption in Cleveland I would 
consider natural gas per thousand feet to be 
equal to coal at 12 cents per bushel for domes 
tic consumption, or, an average. say, 1,000 feet 
of gas, (normal pressure,) equaling coal at 8 
cents per bushel—a really modest estimate of 
the value of this fuel. 

Now, if we assume that 24,000,000 feet 1s sold 
in Cleveland at 8 cents per thousand the gross 
receipts would equal about $2,000 daily. This 
pipe would probably displace the consumption 
of about 1,000 tons of coal daily—which is 
probably less then one-third the total consump- 
tion. But I regard it as ample business for any 
company to undertake. Already in Pittsburg 
it is estimated that natural gas has displaced a 
coal consumption of 10.000 tons daily, which is, 
I believe, over three-fifths of the total con- 
sumption of the city. 

To understand the magnitude of the business 
it will be necessary tor a stranger to visit 
Pittsburg, where its enormous advantages in 
manufacturing establishments are beginning 
to be fairly realized. One company here with 
a capital of $4,000,000 actually invested, while 
its “plant’’ is not yet complete, and with a 
thousand men at work laying pipe, has this 
month declared a dividend of 1 per cent, aud it 
promises to do this monthly hereafter. Next 
year I suppose its dividends will be 4 per cent 
monthly. 

Now this is altogether too fat a thing for one 
company or one city to hope to monopolize. I 
consider that Cleveland is fairly within the 
radius—the family circle, so to speak—of the 
theater of natural gas operations, and I think 
my proposed method the cheapest possible way 
of supplying it. It is not worth while togo into 
details of an estimate. Enough to say that I 
believe that $15,000 per mile will construct the 
gas main, and that on a basis of 125 miles to 


build with ample allowance for its distribution . 


the entire cost should not exceed $4,500,000. In 
Cleveland, with comparatively low pressure 
distributing mains, you could get along without 
the patented devices in use here, But it is not 
to be expected that our natural gas men will 
extend information to inquisitive strangers. 
By and by they will no doubt call on you, but I 
think your people should not wait for them. 
When, as chairman of the investigating com- 
mittee of our engineers society, 1 sought to 
obtain information from the gas companies in 
regard to the general subject, I got the cold 
shoulder everywhere. But I learned enough 
to satisfy myself that it was practicable to 
transport this gas an indefinite distance. 

As for the permanence of the supply 
the opinion of such men as Professor 
White and Professor Ashburner, of the State 
Geological Survey, and other geologists who 
have quite recently written upon the subject 
coincides with my own, viz., that it can be 
depended upon as practically inexhaustible. 
Once an extensive pipe system is inaugurated 
it will pay to extend it to new fields, in case 
the old ones fail. Besides experts state that 
should it totally fail throughout the region 
artificial gas can be produced at the coal mines 
almost as cheaply as the natural product. 
Therefore, in every way we are promised never 
to experience the necessity of returning again 
to smoke and dirt. 
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Is there an Oleate of Arsenic? 


Mr. T. J. Wrampelmeier, of the University 
of Michigan, concludes after careful experi- 
mental and analytical work ‘that the oleate 
of arsenic of the trade is not an oleate of ar- 
senic; that, if it contains any arsenic it is held 
there mechanically; that oleate of arsenic can- 
not be prepared by any of the methods pro- 
posed, and probably is not capable of exis- 
tence.” 

Mr. Wrampelmeier tried to prepare an vleate 
of arsenic by dissolving lump arsenious acid in 
boiling water by the aid of an equal weight of 
potassium bicarbonate, converting to arsenious 
chloride by meabs of hydrochloric acid, dilut- 
ing, adding solution of sodium oleate, warming 
until a precipitate forms, etc. He says: (in a 
paper read before the Michigan Pharmaceuti- 
cal Association) “I obtained thus a mass of 
greenish-yellow color, about the consistency 
of butter, and apparently homogeneous; as it 
melted toa clear liquid when heated. After 
standing two or three week in a place where 
the temperature once or twice rose as high as 
90 deg., it separated into an oily liquid and a 
granular sediment. The granular substance 
proved to be soap, and the oil proved to be 
oleic acid. Upon heating the mixture the 
granular substance redissolved, and, upon 
cooling rapidly, the mixture solidified toa hom- 
ogeneous mass like the original preparation. 
An analysis showed it to contain 0.4 per cent. 
As,03, whereas a true arsenic oleate (As (Cis 
H330¢)s3) would contain 10.77 per cent. As,0s. 
I obtained two samples of ‘oleate of arsenic” 
manufactured by two well known firms. No. 
2 was ot the consistency of hard butter but 
more granular. It was white, slightly mottled 
and possessed a slight odor. It retained its 
consisteucy during the warm weather, An 
analysis yieided 0.3 per cent, As,O, instead of 
10.77 per cent. No. 3, when the bottle was de- 
prived of its paper wrapper. was found to be 
decomposed, separated into three layers:—the 





lower of water, the uppera thin oil and in the 
middle a granular cubstance found to be a 
soap.” 
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Transporting Petroleum in Bulk. 


The petroleum trade between the United 
States and this country has hitherto been car- 
ried on by means of ships which bring the oil 
over in barrels ready for the market. It has, 
however, been thought that an advantage 
would be gained by bringing the petroleum 
over in bulk, and barreling it here. To this 
end the Crusader of New York was purchased 
and fitted up with tanks, and has just brought 
over her first cargo of oil, which is being dis- 
charged in the Regent’s Canal dock. 

The Crusader is a bark of 642 tons register, 
timber built, and fitted with 45 cylindrical iron 
tanke, which are capable together of carrying 
177,000 gallons of oil, American measure, or 
177,400 gallons, English measure. There are 
also eight auxiliary tanks for use in case of the 
expansion of the oil by variations of tempera- 
ture. The tanks are all fitted in the cargo 
space of the vessel, and on deck is a Blake 
steam pump of 8-horse power nominal, supplied 
with steam from a 20-horse boiler. 

At New York the oil was brought alongside 
the ship in tank lighters from the refinery and 
pumped into the tanks on board the Crusader. 
In the Regent’s Canal dock the converse of this 
isnow going on. The oil—which is refined 
petroleum—is being pumped from the tanks 
on board the ship through about 100 feet of 
four-inch iron pipe, which has been laid under 
ground to the dock basin. 

At this latter point the oil is discharged into 
a tank lighter capable of carrying 8,000 gallons. 
The oil is conveyed to a wharf on the Thames, 
where it wil] be barrelled for the the market. 
The tanks on board the Crusader are al! con- 
nected with each other and with the pump by 
pipes and valves, so that they can be used alto- 
gether, in several groups or singly, as may be 
desired. Should this initial movement prove 
successful from a commercial point of view, it 
will materially modify the present system of 
ocean transportation of petroleum, turpentine 
and other similar liquids.—London Times, 
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The Use of Oil and Slack as Fuel. 


BY WILKINS FRICK, OF HUBBARD, OHIO. 


I read in a paper of recent datethat Mr. James 
Billings, of Bostun, bas visited Pittsburgh for 
the purpose of instituting inquiries as to the 
economics resulting from the use of natural 
gas, with the view of introducing, if possible, a 
competing fuel in Boston. He speaks of utiliz- 
ing carbon oil by the commingling of the ele- 
ments of which crude petroleum is composed, 
in the combustion chamber of the furnace, etc. 
Before proceeding with this crude oil burning 
question, allow me to direct attention to the 
practicability of profitably using up your slack 
coal, now lying a perfect drug upon the mar- 
ket, not disposable at any price. And not only 
this slack, but the dust of anthracite as well. 
which may be treated by anadmixture of crude 
petroleum, together with other waste inflam- 
mable matter, if desirable—as sawdust, etc.— 
and thus advantageously employing it in run- 
ning puddling and heating furnaces, locomo- 
tives, etc., similarly manufactured to the “pat- 
ent fuel” made at Swansea, Wales, from waste 
slack coal, combined with tar, and compressed 
under heat into brick-shaped slabs, and from 
the production of which large fortunes have 
been realized. 

However, tothe matter of crude oil as a 
fuel. Mr. James Billings’ idea of creating a 
more perfect combustion ot oil by the injection 
of agreater quantity of air into the furnace 
chamber, is not a new one, as Mr. Barnard W. 
Mitchell, of this place, bas a patent granted 
him, dated January 13, 1884, No. 292,127, for an 
invention which combines a supply of air in 
sufficient quantities for the complete burning 
of crude oil, refined oil or gasolene, in street 
lamps, ete. This gentleman and myself have 
also been engaged for some time back in per- 
fecting a puddling or heating furnace for this 
especial purpose, of furnishing a due propor 
tion of oxygen to the oil to insure a complete 
combustion. Our invention is a method to 
regulate a uniform quantity of crude oil being 
consumed at any given time so as to 
promote a steady amount of heat or flame, 
such as may be desired. We may here give 
publicity to our method, It is effected by 
means of water bosb, or boshes, connect- 
ed with, or being a part of the heating 
chamber of the furnace, aud upon the surface 
of which the oil is allowed to float and burn, 
being supplied by a feed pipe, the delivery of 
which is regulated by an automatic arrange- 
ment, the subject of a patent issued to usin 
May, 1885. The regulator will also control the 
supply of water to the bosh or boshes. 

The foregoing will serve to convey a general 
idea of our plan, which is not confined merely 
to puddling and heating furnaces, but this water 
arrangement and automatic regulator are also 
adapted for burning crude oil in stoves, and 
the firing and heating of brick kilns, etc. 

We also apply it to the annealing furnace we 
are preparing to introduce, for heating iron 
and steel sheets, more especially designed to be 
used in annealing plates for tinning, altogeth- 
er dispensing with pots and stands which are 
now used in this operation at tin plate facto- 
ries, or what is termed in the States, box an- 
nealed sheets, but we provide in this likewise 
for the use of fuel or gas, if so desired,

Vegetable Oils. 
TUESDAY EVENING, Dec. 1, 1885. 
City brands of raw linseed oil from domestic 
seed still command 45e. As there is very little 
disposition to do business on a larger scale 
than jobbing lots, crushers are not finding it 
necessary to quote 44c, the price named to 
large buyers. The market is steady and quiet. 

Calcutta seed oil isin limited supply and held 

more firmly at an advance of lo, being now 

quoted at 50@51c for raw oil. These figures ure 
only temporary as the scarcity and high price 
of foreign seed will necessitate in all probabil- 
ity a further advance. A certain outlet is 
always to be found for Calcutta oil, no matter 
what price it brings, as it is considered indis- 
pensable for certain purposes. Western 
linseed oil values are unsettled. Brokers 
have been soliciting bids of 4lc on 
this market for car load lots, with 
the view of ascertaining what price would 
cause a movement, but 4lc as a bait was not 
sufficiently attractive to induce buying. The 
week has passed without any business except 
in asmall retail way from store at 43@44c, and 
large buyers declined to make bids. For car 
load lots the market is nominally 42c; we hear 
of no offerings under that but there is little 
doubt of 41¢c being accepted. The Chicago mar- 
ket has ruled dull with trading light and prices 
weak at 39c, or adecline of le since this time 
last week. We hear of no fresh export orders 
for seed. On previous engagements, there were 
shipments from this port since November 23 of 
44,707 bushels, or a total of 726,229 bushels from 
New York on foreign account since October 10. 
A weaker feeling is still tobe noted in the 
market for crude cottonseed oil. Prime oil 
on spot was freely offered in the latter part of 
the week at 28c and delivery first half of De- 
cember at 2734c. Seliers are very sparing in 
their offers to shade 28c for a prime 
article. The very weak tone prevailing 
in the Southern marketsfor some weeks 
is not showing any improvement, nei- 
ther are the accumulating stocks being 
forced. No offers to sell large quantities have 
been made on this market, and inquiries are 
not being met with the low prices expected. 
Crushers are not sacrifieing their holdings, still 
a transaction last week would indicate a lower 
range of values. We have reference to a car 
load of prime oil which only realized 27c deliv- 
ered in Chicago. There is very little stock here 
owing to the excessively dull trade. A buyer 
of 500 bbls would be unable to get his order de- 
livered immediately, and to test it an offer of 
46c per gallon was made on Monday for the loan 
of 500 bbis, 30 days.

There is a 
good inquiry from this source, but it is princi- 
pally confined to the better grades of southern 
oll. They have been unable to obtain satisfac- 
tory answers, as choice southern oil is compar- 
atively a scarce article, and we fail to hear of 
any offerings. Holders are oot urging export- 
ers to do business, and if any transactions re- 
sult, it will have to be at the solicitation of 
buyers. Prime light nortbern oil remains 
steady at 2344@2ic.

The various 
anufacturers are busy at office work incident 
the closing of the year and filling running 
utracts, but new business is by no means

ome firms find themselves rather short of sup- 
plies of 26 gravity, but this is the only grade in 

imited stock. Buyers have been compelied to 

the convenience of refiners in several in 

stances lately and orders are refused for cer- 
tain brands to be delivered immediately. One 
or two other brands are in good supply, but we 
hear of no free offerings or a willingness to 
shade 10} for 25 gravity, which was a charac- 
teristic feature of the market during Novem- 
ber. The business of the month just closed is 
reported to have been excellent. The market 
is nuw quoted steady at 10}¢@lic for 25 gravity 
and 80 for 28 gravity, although for a large 
quantity the latter price would be shaded. The 
movement is confined to smali lots. Tne

At the moment 
we hear of no supplies being forced upon the 
market, but all the grades can be obtained at 
our inside figures, with a probability that 944¢c 
would be shaded for zero oil, for which there is 
alight demand.

Manufacturers are satisfied 
that present prices at least will be maintained 
through the winter for good oils, and if any 
important change upward occurs in the crude 
market, black oils will sympathize accordingly. 
Black summer oil at 6c is said to be under cost 
of manufacture, but the article continues to be 
sold at that.

feeling also prevailed. A very large decrease 
is shown in the receipts, and the offerings were 
but a tithe to what they have been of late. 

Although such was the case, the seed offered on 
sule had to be disposed of at lower prices, and 
the reason for this lay mainly in the fact of a 
higher rate of freight going into effect on 
Monday week, and besides this the orders for 
seed were reported light.

cline. Speculative trading opened brisk, and 
under free offerings future deliveries broke

Tho bears ought to be happy. They are hav- 
ing things their own way, and the bulls are 
apparently powerless to help themselves. After 
the cyclone which swept over the trade last 
week had spent its fury, it was expected that 
the market would be allowed to settle to its 
normal condition. For three days the expec- 
tations of those who entertained this view were 
realized. During that period the range was 
confined to 344 cents. The pit became rather 
quiet and transactions dropped from away up 
in the twenties to low down in the teens. 

As in the preceding week, the bears became 
most ac’.ve on Monday, generally the dullest 
day of the six, devoted to business. The lever 
which sent prices reeling, sore and bleeding, 
down the grade of fractions, was not the ab- 
stract of the monthly report of operations in 
the field, for that was bullish in its tendency. 
Nor was it unfavorable news from any of the 
score or more of wildcat wel!s now drilling, in 
every imaginable part of the great Pennsyl- 
vania field. It was manipulation, pure 
and simple, although the unusually heavy 
short interest which has sprung up since 
the storm which sent prices from $1 17 
to 8914c unquestionably had something to do 
with the weakness which wasso palpably dis- 
played yesterday. A burned child dreads the 
fire and traders who have been cut wide open 
in the past for their allegiance to the long 
side of the market, have changed front and for 
the time are enrolled with the always bearish 
Wall street gang. 

Yesterday all who would loaded up with 88¢ 
oil. Had these enterprising traders waited un- 
til to-day they could have supplied their wants 
at 8634c, a falling off since the close of our last 
reportof 1144 cents. This terrible tumble was 
not by any means due to the statistical position 
of the product, which still continues favorable 
to the bulls, nor to the developments in the 
field. 

The Craig & Cappeau well at Kane, iastill 
Pluggedand will not be drilled in until pipe 
line connections are made. which event will 
probably take place this week. The well has 
produced on an average 70 bbls a day. The 
prevailing opinion is that a pool has been 
opened similar to the old Kinzua district south 
of Bradford. 

The Anchor well, which started off at a terri- 
ble gait, has shown the treacherous nature of 
the Kinzua pool, by losing its grip entirely. 
For the 24 hours ending at 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing, the output was 205 bbis. After being 
cleaned out to day the well braced up andin 
the first hour put 38 bbls into tank. At the 
close of the second hour the well was off to 16 
barrels. 

At the Gantz well, in Washington, the casing 
broke loose, flooding the hole with the Gantz 
sand oil. The drillers became excited and an- 
nounced that they had tapped the Gordon sand. 
The scouts, however, did not agree with them 
and contradicted the reports, 

Tho Anchor No dat Kinzua, is gassing strong- 
ly on top of the sand. Drilling for the time has 
been suspended, 

According to the Derrick’s summary, the 
monthly report of field operations standsas fol- 
lows:

During October the production reached the 
high water mark of the year. Last month the 
production averaged 4,261 bbls, a decline of 
1,312 bbls as compared with October. Ac- 
cording to the report of the Petroleum Age, the 
decline in production was even greater. There 
was a decrease of 13 in the number of wells 
completed. and a falling off of 11 in the number 
of new rigs. The October record of 49 dry holes 
is discounted by November, which went 16 
better. 

Referring to the recent raid on prices a con- 
temporary sensibly says: There is no difference 
between the commercial position of oil now 
and before the Kinzua well gave an excuse for 
the onslaught on the speculation, and that 
position can be equalled for strength by but 
few other particular periods in the history of 
the oil trade. Further than that,in its purely 
statistical features on a broad scale it may be 
doubted whether the present situation has ever 
been rivalled. Itis not the function of the re- 
viewer to argue that prices ought to advance 
or decline in the temporary speculation; 
n fact there are not a few care- 
ful observers who believe that the public have 
lost so badly in the recent panic that it will be 
a long time before their confidence can be re- 
stored to a degree that will lead to purcbases 
and that a level of considerably lower prices 
will be reached by the market. However, this 
much may be said, that even if prices should be 
further depressed the cbances of a healthful 
recovery are multiplied by the changed specu- 
lative position. 

The Bradford Star thinks the producer had 
cause to give thanks on Nov. 26. «Since last 
Thanksgiving day there have been many re 
markable changes in the history of petroleum 
developments, but in making a comparison 
with the statistics of one year ago, there is no 
class of the community who have more right 
$o be thankful than the industrious producer 


ee ed 


forthe marked improvement as well as the 
outlook in the future in the producing business. 
One year ago all interest was centered in Thorn 
Creek, which then had a production o f9.000 
barrels, but at present is yielding less than 2,000 
barrels, and steadily declining. Since that time 
the trade has had to contend with the increased 
operations in Macksburg, the new develop- 
mentsat Cogley Run, Kinzua, Martinsburg, as 
wellas Other pools in Butler county, but those 
are all on the wane, and at notime during the 
past year did their combined output equal that 
of Thorn Creek one year ago. 


There have been more wildcat wells drilled 
the past year than was ever known in the his- 
tory of the trade. many of which were ostensi- 
bly for gas or salt, but at the same time made a 
thorough test for petroleum. These operations 
have been prosecuted in every conceivable 
part of Pennsylvania,as wellas in New York and 
Ohio; but strange to say, the only place that oil 
was found In paying quantities was in Washing- 
ton, Pa., at the Gordon well that was being 
drilled for gas. This spot or pool, and the mys- 
tery at Kane are the only uncertain develop- 
ments that are now agitating the trade. These 
are the only two places that producers are look- 
ing to for drilling territory, which shows how 
anxious they are to secure a production 
which everything indicates will be very 
valuable ere another Thanksgiving. In 
looking over the statistics of one year ago 
we find the Bradford field to be the great sus- 
tainer of production, but notwithstanding all 
the additional drilling and excessive use of gly- 
cerine in old wells, there is a decline of 1,000 
barrels in the daily runs of this field. On Nov. 
26, 1884, the total average runs from all fields 
were 62,075, while to-day they are 56,574, show- 
ing a net decline of over 5,500 barrels, and at 
each date these figures are a fair estimate of 
the daily production. The gross stocks have 
been depleted near five million barrels the past 
year, while our daily consumption is steadily 
on the increase. The producer is receiving 
fully twenty-five cents a barrel more for his 
production than one yearago. Taking every- 
thing into consideration it has been a prosper- 
ous year for the oil country. 


The fear of the morrow, which happened also 
to bea holiday, had a depressing effect upon 
the speculative trade on Wednesday. Inthe 
morning the market opened strong at 9644c, 
one cent above Tuesday’s closing figure. 
Prices went up rapidly to 98c, but receded 
under a strong line vf buying to 9344c. In the 
last hour there was a reaction for the better, 
the market closing moderately etrong at 95l¢c 
bid at New York and Oil City, 9544c at Bradford 
and 953¢c at Pittsburg.

The Petroleum Situation Defined. 


But little can be said in reference to the causes 
of either the bullish movement of the market 
last thonth or its present bearish feeling. They 
ate cettainly tot to be found in the field situa 
tion, the state of stocks and the relative pro- 
ductive atid constimptive movements, or in- 
deed in &hy othet considerations which may le- 
gitimateiy affect prices: The outlook is not 
encouraging for those who believe that petro 
letm if left free to respond to the influences of 
the actttal situation is a good investment. They 
must admit that while their belief is true, it is 
also true that petroleum is by no means free 
and susceptible to legitimate infiuences, and 
that in the present state of affairs it cat hardly 
be ¢onsidered on a par with other speculative 
investmente, in that there are practically no 
teliable data upon which mature judgment 
méty be based. Operations in the field seem to 
have been on the rhcrease during the month of 
October, 397 wells having reached the sand. 
With the steady increase in the number of wells 
completed ¢ach month sinee last spring, there 
still does not eeém to have come any increase 
in the size of the wella, bat quite the opposite, 
the average of the wells broug&t im during the 
last few months being very much Below that of 
those wells, although :nuch fewer in number, 
which were brought in during the first five 
months of the present year.$ The increase in 
daily average production is therefore by no 
means attributable to the size, but entirely to 
the number of wells brought in last month. 
Neither does there seem to be much likelihood 
that this one cause of increased production will 
temaia with us, the number of rigs building 
havitig decreased considerably as compared | 7am

TUESDAY EVENING, December 1, 1885. 

The past week has been one of extreme dull- 
ness, a3 is the case at the close of the month, 
and specially when a holiday intervenes. Buy- 
ers are still pursuing the hand-to-mouth style 
of purchases to cover current mquirements, 
and rarely do they exceed these Proportions. 
Values are generally well maintained except 
quinine, which is very much unset- 
tled, Opium is steady under a moderate 
demand. Shellac is without special feature, 
the advance noted in our last being maintained. 
Quicksilver, under cables reporting a higher 
market abroad, has advanced several points. 
Cloves aud re@ pepper are both tending up- 
wards. The other principal changes are noted 
below. Collections are good for this period of 
the year, and very little complaint is heard 
among the trade.

Opium. 

The market has presented no new feature 
since our last report. The demand, as is usual 
at the close of the month, has been light, as 
very few buyers are inclined to stock up to 
any extent unless some inducements are held 
out. Late cables quote current opium in 
Smyrna at 10s6d. For single cases there has 
only been a moderate demand, with prices 
ranging from $3 45@3 50 as to holder, with the 
bulk of business passing at the lower figure. 
The sales comprise 5 cs at $3 45@3 4734. For 
future shipments the general quotation is $2 45 
in bond here. A sale cf 10 cs, however, was 
reported at $240 in bond here to close out an 
invoice. Broken packages are meeting with 
the usual demand, and are procurable at prices 
ranging from $350@355 as to quantity and 
holder, Powdered opium is offered only in a 
limited way at $4 60@4 65 as to quantity, holder 
and date of delivery. 

It was expected with the opening of the 
month the price of morphine would be ad- 
vanced by P. & W., but so far nothing has been 
done in that direction, although the high price 
of opium would indicate that a change is not 
unlikely to occur at any moment. The quota- 
tions at the moment for both P. & W.or R. & 
8, are $2 75@3 00 as to quantity and style of 
packing. There have been sales of other prime 
city makes as low as $210 for bulk, $225 for 
ounces and $2 40 for eighths, to meet compcti- 
tion. Scotch is steady although stocks of some 
makes are scarce for prompt delivery. We 
quote bulk $2 30 and $2 40@2 55 for eighths, as 
to brand.

The past week has been one of unusual dull- 
ness, the demand being limited. Many of the 
holders anticipating a reduction in values by 
the domestic makers with the opening of the 
month have been anxious sellers, but the 
trouble bas been to find buyers, even though 
they named 75c for prime brands. This low 
price, however, failed to stimulate trade as no 
interest is shown by buyers to purchase be- 
yond current demands, To-day the trade was 
somewhat startled by the issuing of a circu- 
lar by one of the principal outside hold- 
ers quoting B & Sand Braunschweig brands 
in 100 oz tins their option of brand for not less 
than 1000zs or exceeding500 ozs at 72c. This 
is looked upon as an aggressive move- 
ment, especially as it was done before the 
results of today’s bark sale in London were 
received. The agents of other prime foreign 
brands have as yet made no change in their re- 
spective quotations, but of course are not sell- 
ing when their own brands can be obtained so 
much under the price at which they are lim- 
ited. Receipts continue to come freely to 
hand, and while some are upon recent pur- 
chases at a high figure, there is considerable on 
contracts bought before the advance, at 
65@sic for November and December ship- 
ments. Hence their anxiety to cover 
their profit if possible. At the public 
auction sale of barks to-day in London 2,178 bls 
was offered and 1,600 bis sold at 634@614d, being 
a reduction from the last fortnightly sale, The 
bulk was taken by parties supposed for Ameri- 
canaccount. Later in the day it was reported 
that 70chad been declined for 25,000 ozs of any 
prime brand. Whether the buyer would have 
shown tho same bold front if a less quantity 
had been offered is doubted by some holders. 
The demand for domestic makes at the mo- 
ment is limited, and while no change in 
values, has been made as expected, the trade 
would not be surprised to hear of one at any 
moment. Hence out of town holders who have 
a surplus stock on hand are daily 
urging brokers to send their best cash 
offers for 50 or 100 ozs of either P & WorR&S 
makes, for which they ask 85c, this being 2c 
under the regular quotations. As might be ex- 
pected, the market closes weak and very much 
unsettled, pending the action of the domestic 
mikers, The Pubite Ledjer in speaking of

Ergot is a trifie firmer than when we last 
went to prese, and sales of the German are re- 
ported at 2c by some holders, while others re- 
port sales at 40c. We also get sales of Spanish 
at 50c. These are all of small proportions, as 
dealers part with supplies most sparingly in 
anticipation of much higher prices in the near 
fature. 

Glycerine remains in the same condition as 
when we last went to press. The demand for 
jobbing parcels continues and dealers have 
made no alterations in quotations.

Quillaia for Senega. 


Quillaia bark asa substitute for senega, has 
been proposed by Dr. Kobert (Ther, Gaz. p. 606 
fr. Centrbl. Klin. Med.) who has discovered that 
the twe glucosides found in senega are present 
in nearly five times greater quantity in quillaia 
bark. Since this bark is much cheaper than 
senega, and its proportion of the active prin-

ciples pretty nearly constant, besides contain- 
ing a considerable quantity of sugar, which 
imparts a sweet taste to the decoction, it pos- 
sesses Many advantages over the more expen- 
sive and less reliable drug. A decoction 
prepared from 5 parts of the bark to 200 parts 
of water is recommended; the dose being one- 
half fluid ounce for adults and one fluid dram 
for children.

Enveloping Paper. 


Professor van der Burg, the editor of the 
Niew Tydechrift, has made a series of experi- 
ments having for their object to test the virtues 
of the various kinds of paper actually in use 
for enveloping medicaments and pharmaceuti- 
cal products in general. It was found that par- 
affin paper is very decidedly superior to all the 
others in preventing loss of weight, flavor, or 
aroma in the substances preserved between its 
folds. Next to paraffin paper came ordinary 
note paper (writing paper), then parchment 
paper, and lastly filtering papers and blotting 
paper. 

In packing pharmaceutical products it is 
therefore best to employ paper which has been 
treated with parafiu—and the same applies, of 
course, to perfumery articles—in order that 
they may preserve their weight and aroma in 
transit or whilst kept in stuck. Doubtless if 
the paraffin employed has been previously 
made to dissolve about 1 per cent of salicylic 
acid a still superior result would be obtained.

Dr. Antonin Martin says that the flavor of 
cod liver oil may be changed to the delightful 
one of fresh oysters, if the patient will drink a 
large glass of water poured from a vessel in 
which nails have been allowed to rust.—Sun. 


A new explosive, called “helloffite,” which is 
said to be more powerful than nitro glycerine 
or dynamite, and far less dangerous to manip 
ulate, is the invention of a German chemist. It 
is said to be a liquid consisting of nitro glycer- 
ine and nitro gelatine, dissolved in strong nitric 
acid; but the exact process has not as yet been 
published.— Ez. 

Dr. Oppler,in the Centralblatt fur Chirurgie, 
states that finely powdered roasted coffee 
mixed with iodoform will remove its odor. He 
gives the following formula for an odorless 
iodoform ointment: Iodoform one part, simple 
cerate ten parts, finely powdered roasted coffee 
0.8 parte. The coffee should be rubbed with 
the iodoform with or without the ‘addition of a 
few drops of ether. 


The Grenelle artificial ice company, says the 
Chem, and Drug., Nov. 15, met this month with 
asingular accident. Through the breaking of 
a pipe the liquefied ammonia used for making 
the ice escaped from one of tbe holders and 
spread in the neighborhood. Men fell down 
suffocated, and plants and flowers were parched 
up as if burned by fire. Fortunately the quan- 
tity of ammonia was comparatively small, and 
all the victims recovered after exposure to 
pure air and simple treatment. 


Mr. William Morrison, an insane druggist, 
was arrested in Hoboken on Saturday and de- 
tained as a dangerous person. Sunday he was 
taken in a coach by officer Kaiser to this city. 
During the night he raved in his celland ac- 
cused every one who approached him of having 
poisoned him. He said he knew the person 
who bad instigated the deed, and besecched 
those present not to beemployed by that bad 
individual to commit murder. The man was 
not intoxicated. He had nearly $500 in his 
possession. 


An English exchange says: Martin, Clemen- 
ceau, Perdreau, Broy and Doucet were recent- 
ly sentenced to various terms of imprisonment 
ranging from one to niné months, and to fines 
of from 50f. to 1,000f., by the Civil Tribunal of 
the Seine. They had been convicted of coun- 
terfeiting Hunyadi Janos, Birmenstoff, Bus- 
sang and Orezza mineral waters, and Hertzog’s 
Swiss pills. An interesting fact came out dur- 
ing the debates, namely, that Hertzog’s pills 
are simply the “Pilules de Coloquinte com- 
posees”’ of the French Codex. Make a note of 
it and keep for future use, but beware of the 
trade mark. 

A daily contemporary says: “Consul Frank 
H. Mason, at Marseilles, has informed the De- 
partment of State that in the publica- 
tions in this country of a _ prescrip- 
tion for the cure of cholera, which was for- 
warded by him last summer, an important 
omission was made. The prescription, which 
was originally made by Dr. Valentine Mott, of 
New York, is as follows: Tincture of rhubarb, 
ten parts; capsicum, two parts: laudanum Sy- 
denham, four parts; camphor, one-half part; 
syrup of ether, fifty parts; syrup of bitter 
orange peel, fifty parts. One teaspoonful in a 
little water, and repeat until symptoms cease.” 


The Western 'Druggist says: “S. L. Coffin, 
formerly Secretary of the Chicago College of 
Pharmacy, left that institution some time since 
with a badly tainted reputation for falsification 
of the books, fraud and embezzlement. He 
escaped arrest and imprisonment through the 
generosity of relatives, who made good his de- 
ficiency at great self-sacrifice. Out of regard 





for their feelings and their eminent respectibil- 
ity, we have refrained from making this state- 
ment, and do so now with much sympathy and 
with profound regret that his subsequent 
conduct gives no evidence of appreciation of 
their kindness and necessitates publication of 
his disgrace to save others from imposition and 
loss.’”’ 

The Kansas State Temperance Union speaks 
truly when it declares that the existing prohi- 
bition law “points out the mode and provides 
the means for the suppression of the sale of 
liquoras a beverage by druggists, as well as in 
saloons, and that since the remedies are in the 
hands of the people we urge upon all citizens 
the necessity of the most vigilent and fearless 
prosecution of violators of the law, and especi- 
ally of those who are using a legitimate busi- 
ness as a cloak to conceal their pursuit of a 
traffic always wicked and infamous, and now 
made criminal; of a traffic equally condemned 
by the conscience of all good men, by the de- 
cree of the law of the land, and by the just 
judgment of Almighty, God.”— Western Drug- 
gist. 

M. Pasteur has met with apparently marvel- 
ous success in inoculating a human being 
against hydrophobia, with the virus of the dis- 
ease attenuated in a peculiar way. A boy 
twelve years of age, named Meister, had come 
from Alsace with his mother. He had been 
bitten fourteen times. The autopsy of the dog 
which had bitter him left no doubt that it had 
suffered from hydrophobia. M. Pasteur took 
the celebrated Dr. Vulpian and a professor of 
the School of Medicine to see Meister. Thetwo 
doctors stated that he was doomed to a painful 
death, and might be experimented upon. The 


; treatment thoroughly succeeded, and Meister 


isin perfect health. When the treatment be- 
gan he had been bitten sixty hours, and had 
traveled from Alsace to Paris.

Not a Pharmacist’s Mistake this Time.—A 
young physician of Nimes, M. P., was lately 
consulted by a female patient in regard to some 
trifling ailment. He took from a glass case a 
box containing some white powder, and gave 
it to her with directions for use. Mme. R., the 
patient, took a smull pinch of the powder, and, 
finding it very bitter, expressed some doubts to 
the doctor. He, to quiet her fears, swallowed 
a good-sized dose of the powder in her pres- 
ence, and dismissed her. Shortly after, before 
reaching her house, she fell in a faint, and was 
carried home by neighbors who called another 
dector. Emetics were administered, and she 
was soon out of danger, when she related what 
had occurred in Dr. P.’s office. The physician 
at once rushed to the house of his brother 
practitioner, but found him lying on the floor 
dead. The white powder was strychnine. This 
painful accident shows once more the wisdom 
of the French pharmacy laws which forbid 
physicians to dispense their own medicines,and 
direct pbarmacists to keep all poisons by them- 
selves in a lucked closet, the key of which must 
never leave the dispenser’s possession.— Chemist 
and Druggist. 

The Medical Record says: “Oxygen has a 
very narrow range of therapeutical utility 
however applied. It is somewhat curious that 
a special oxygen or compound-oxygen treat- 
ment has been able to gain so much support 
and extractso much money from a credulous 
public. Regarding this matter, Dr. Wm. B. 
Clarke, of Indianapolis, Ind., sends us an ac- 
count of the way in which he was deceived by 
a@ person of whom he had bought an ‘oxygen- 
plant.’ The person in question cluimed that 
the formule were the same as those used by 
the quacks Starkey and Palan. The following 
are the formula, verbatim: “Comp. oxygen 
treatment: B. Citrate ammonia, 25 parts; car- 
bonate ferri,1 part; mix, put in retort, apply 
gentile heat till whole compound comes to a 
boiling heat, then add heat gradually, and con- 
duct oxygen to the tank. Home treatment of 
oxygen:—B. Nitrate ammonia, 1 ounce; chlo- 
rate potassa, 1 drachm; alcohol, 20unces; aqua 
distilled, 14 ounces; mix; one teaspoonful to 
inhaler full of hot water; inhale two or three 
times a day.’ By the first formula, says Dr. 
Clarke, nothing is produced but laughing gas, 
and this is the real compound oxygen. The 
carbonate of iron is of no chemical import. By 
the second formula nitric oxygen or nitrous 
oxide is evolved. The exhilarating effects of 
nitrous oxide, and its stimulating effect in the 
treatment of certain nervous conditions, may 
account for some successes.”

As is usual when a holiday intervenes, and 
specially when it occurs near the close of the 
month, business is more or less affected, conse- 
quently the chemical market is no exception. 
Trade has been very quiet, with only a hand- 
to-mouth business doing, the characteristics 
of the market being very light stocks and very 
few orders, so that the account is evenly bal- 
anced. Importers seem fully determined to 
keep their imports down to the point of actual 
demand from the consumers who, in turn, are 
equally determined to buy only as they need, 
and not anticipate their wants even to the 
slightest degree: Bleaching powder continues 
scarce for prompt delivery, even though the 
arrivals have been free during the week. Caus- 
tic soda and soda ash are both quiet, and the 
same may be said of sal soda and other articles 
on the list. Mr. D. B. McCulloch, in speaking 
of the Liverpool market, under date of Nov. 19 
says; ‘The chemical market remains dull, 
bleaching powder being the exception to tne 
general deprersion. Saltcake and soda ash un- 
changed. Caustic soda easier, but there are 
large orders for 70 per cent at £8 10s, and sellers 
are firmer in view of the threatened colliers’ 
strike in the St. Helen’s diatrict. Soda crystals 
flat. Bleaching powder hardening, owing to 
continued buying and scarcity.

Previous to the arrivals 
by steamers during the past day or so several 
lots from second hands found ready sale at full 
prices, There are some sellers who are antici- 
pating, a break in prices abroad, as is usual 
during December, when speculators desire to 
realize, are Offering Deeember steamer ship- 
ments at l¢c. In former'years now isthe 
period when yearly contracts are made, but so 
far only a few have been made at about 1c. 
for the first half of 1886. Consumers 
apparently are only purchasing as 
their current wants may require.

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 30, 1885, 

There has been little doing in chemicals dur- 
ing the past week. Values have undergone 
little or no change. Jobbing sales still continue 
the order of the day, and we hear of no large 
transactions being made.

The bulk of the toilet soap used in this coun- 
try is of fine quality. The demand comes al- 
most altogether from the upper and middle 
classes, who prefer-and are uble to buy the fin- 
est goods in the market. These classes are 
much addicted to the use of perfumery, and 
the fine scented soaps meet with ready sale 
among them. 

The soap in common use among the lower 
classes is of inferior quality and generally un- 
scented, The demand for this kind of goods is 
met by home manufacturers. 

By far the greater portion of fine soap sold in 
this market is exported from France and Eng- 
land, the United States having done very little 
in this line. A gentleman who has been in 
business in this city for a number of years in - 
forms me that the only American toilet soap 
which has found any considerable sale in Rio 
is the “Cashmere Bouquet,” mapufactured by 
Messrs. Colgate & Co. of New York. This brand 
has won a fair measure of public favor. 

Among the fine soaps which are popular here 
are those manufactured by Lubin, by Pinaud 
and by Piver, of Paris, and by Messrs. Piesse & 
Lubin, of London. The soaps made by Pear, 
of London, seem to be making considerable 
headway here. His brand called the *Trans- 
parent” sells readily at 1 milreis—a sum equiv- 
alent to about 40 cents— per cake, or 10 milreis 
per dozen. 

His half crown brand perfumed with otto of 
roses, retails at about 80 cents a cake, or $8 per 
dozen. Colgate’s Cashmere Bouquet, referred 


to above, retails at 40 cents per cake; Piesse & 
Lubin’s “Palace” at from $1 to $175 per cake. 
The French soaps average about the same 
prices. 

In the Brazilian schedule of tariff duties toilet 
soap is included under the head of articles of 





perfumery. Hence it has been impossible, I re- 
gret to say, to secure data as to the importation 
of tnis class of goods. 

On toilet soaps, classed, as above stated, as 
perfumery, the government levies a specific 
duty of 1 milreis per kilo, or about 18 cents per 
pound. This duty is based on the weight, not 
only of the soap, but also of the wrappings and 
boxes, with the exception of packing cases, 


‘The duty on unscented soap is much smaller, 
being about 2 cents per pound for the com- 
mon article, 34 cents per pound for common 
yellow, and 7 cents for common white. This 
great disparity of duties on the two classes of 
goods lends a strong probability of success to a 
scheme which has been talked of in Rio, viz.‘ 
that of importing the common grades of soap, 
and by proper appliances working them into 
the superior perfumed goods, which, of course 
could be put on the market at lower prices 
than imported goods of the same quality, pay- 
ing duty as such. Perbaps American manufac-

turers might find this idea worthy of consider- 
ation. 

As to the introduction of American goods 
into Brazil, manufacturers should bear in mind 
that Brazilians are slow to abandon, in favor of 
new competing goods,those of longtestablished 
use and reputation, 

To overcome this obstacle goods should be 
introduced at lower than regular prices, and 
they should be put in the hands of some repu- 
table firm in Brazil, who understand the needs 
of the trade and who appreciate the inestimable 
advantages of advertising in the public prints 
and otherwise. 

Manufacturers must count on little or no 


| profit until, by these methods their goods be- 


come established in the confidence and favor 
of the public, It isa sacrifice which they must 
make in order to reap ultimate profits.

The market lacks many of the features which 
characterized it last week. Tbose articles, sach 
as cutch and gambier, which were active with 
the markets somewhat excited and tending up- 
ward, are now quieter and attracting less at- 
tention though a strong feeling prevails and 
prices of gambier at least, have advanced on a 
solid basis. There bave been few changes in 
values in any line, though such changes as have 
occurred were generally in the direction of an 
advance. The indigo market shows a steady 
improvement with an upward tendency to 
prices. Boston advices are to the effect that 
thisarticle is more active there in spite of 
high prices,and that on some grades an ad- 
vance of 25 per cent is being realized over the 
prices of 90 days ago. Cochineal is firmer 
though not quotably higher in this market. 
The demand for colors is good, with the tend- 
ency of prices still In buyers’ favor. No new 
features in the market for colors have been de- 
veloped during the week. 

The alizarine market is a puzzle to those in 
search of information regarding it, The nom- 
inal quotation remains at 24c, but it is doubtful 
if this is realized on any but occasional small 
sales, the demand being generally supplied at 
20@2lc. There isa good business in progress. 
Alizarine assistant is in moderate demand.. 
Foreign is selling at léc for 70 per cent and léc 
for 60 per cent from vessels on the way. The 
price of domestic remains 12@20c, according to 
strength. 

Divi divi is still nominally quoted at $45 00 
per ton, at which price there is not much de- 
mad. This figure has been shaded, and prob- 
ably would be again on a large purchase. No 
important transactions are reported. 

Bichromate of potash is in very fair demand, 
though consumers do not care to lay in sup 
plies until after the turn of the month. The 
market remains steady, and 97%c is the lowest 
price at which we have heard of sales. The 
demand for bichromate of soda is rather light, 
and prices at 774@8c are somewhat nominal, 

Prussiate of potash is selling toa fair extent 
and prices are wellsupported. Since we last 
wrote there have been reported sales of 25 cks 
yellow at 2ic less the usual discount. Of prus- 
siate of soda there bave been a number of sales 
at 174@l8c, the price remaining steady. 

Cochineal is somewhat firmer than at the 
date of our last though no actual advance in 
prices has occurred. There is a steadily increas- 
ing demand but bolders are indifferent sellers. 
We have heard of sales of 50 bags blacks since 
our last at 3ic, and a number of small lots of 
gray black end silvers at prices within the 
range. There is now nothing to be had below 
35@3éc for blacks, 37039c for gray blacks and 
and 31@33c for silvers. Landon mail advices 
under date of Nov. 20th report that market 
quiet with small sales. The stock in London on 
the above date was 7551 ceroons agaiust 9392 
ceroons at the same time last year. The Bos- 
ton market appears to be quiet but firm. 

Gambier bas been less active since our 
last but the market is much firmer 
on strong reports from London and Singapore. 
As there is no accumulation of stock on the 
spot uhe bulk of the arrivals having been dis- 
posed of previously, the position strongly fa- 
vors the selier and full prices seem to be easily 
realized. Late cables from London quote 2ls 
6d, making the price to lay down here 4%e. 
Consequently there is no disposition to urge 
sales. While the demand is not so good as at 
this time last week it is still very fair. The 
sales on spot were 600 bags from the Chasca and 
David Brown reported at 5@5}4c though we 
heard that 4%c was accepted forsome. The 
David Brown arrived on the day after our last 
report with 4,400 bales, the bulk of which was 
sold while the vessel was on the way. The bot- 
tom price for spot goods now is 544@5}¢c from 
store. From the various vesseis to arrive and 
loading there have been sales of 400 tons at 434 
@5c but it is doubtful if 5c would be shaded un- 
der present circumsttnces on lotstoarrive. The 
Boston market has been :ather quiet during the 
week. The London Commercial Record under 
date of November 20th reports an active mar- 
ket for bale gambier and an advance of 1s per 
ewt, confirming the report published by us last 
week, The sales at auction on the 17th were 
411 bales ex-Gulf of Mexico at 193 94@20s, 23 
broken bales at 1983d and 10 cwt loose at 18s. 
Of cubes at public sale: 3 bags free realized 27 
8d and 23 bales pressed 263 3d. 

Cutch bas been very firm since our last, 
though without quotable change in values. 
There hasbeen a slower movement, probably 
because of the prospect of peace negotiations 
in Burmah terminating the war there and 
causing a drop in prices. As the firmness of 
the market is not based on the difficulties at the 
source of supply, it is not probable that the 
Cessation of hostilities will have any apprecia- 
ble effect upon values. There is no further 
talk of an immediate advance, but holders 
insist upon full prices. Since we last 

wrote there have been sales of 230 
bags Diamond S M at 63406%c and 
1€0 bxs Star B at 6440. London mail reports to 
Nov 20 are in effect that the market is quiet but 
firm. Atthe public sales on the 17th 400 bxs 
low drossy quality sold without reserve at 13s 
per owt, 111 bas M M slabs were bought in at

28s, and Lil bxs drossy Diamond T C at 22s per 
owt. It was said that 200 bxs M M were sold at 
288 3d. 

Samac is in limited request to meet current 
requirements. Prices are steadily maintained, 
and we continue to quote $85@100 per ton for 
prime Sicily and $57 50@60 for prime domestic, 
spot or future delivery. 

Turmeric is without special feature of inte=- 
rest. There is a moderate buuviness ina jobbing 
way, but no large transactions are reported 
The market is firmly maiotained and prices are 
5'4@5\¥e for Aleppo and 6c for Bengal root. 

The indigo market is assuminga more in- 


teresting position. For me time past 
there has been a_ steady crease in the 
demand, and with this improyement there 
has been a gradual advance in quotations
